WEEKLY REVIEW. 

The stringency in the local money market 
has been somewhat relieved by the heavy im- 
portations of gold as well as by the more lib- 
eral purchase of bonds by the Treasury De- 
partment last Wednesday. Call loans have 
been a shade higher with an adequate supply, 
but time money has been extremely difficult 
to obtain even on the best class of collateral 
and at comparatively higher rates, 

The following are the rates of exchange on

premium. Charieston,buying 3 16@!4 discount; 
selling par. New Orleans commercial, $1 5(@ 
1 75per $1,000 discount; bank, par,St. Louis, par

areonly nominal. We quote 60 to 90 days’ in- 
dorsed bills receivable at 7 per cent.; first- 
class 4 months’ commission house names at 
7@8, and good single names—jobbers—having 
four to six months to run, 7}44@9. Foreign 
exchange has ruled much firmer, although the 
Bahk of England rate of discount still remains 
at 4 per ceat.

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SUMMARY. 

The movement of the producers of 
Petroleum receives consideration, but 
the uncertainty of their course, owing 
to the secrecy maintained, leaves a 
doubt as to the probable effect of 
their action, though it is conceded the 
object is to bring about a suspension 
of operations in the oil fields. Balsam 
Copaiba and Balsam Tolu, after an 
almost steady decline in value for the 
past five years, are beginning to im- 
prove, the upward movement in the 
price of the first named being due to 
decreasing supplies, and in the case of 
the latter to largely increased con- 
sumption and concentrated stocks, 
Balsam Peru also has been steadily 
declining during the same period, but 
there seems to be little prospect of 
improvement ahead, as stocks have 
been accumulating, while the con- 
sumption is diminishing. The new 
alkaloid, Strophanthin, and the plant 
Strophanthus, from which it is ob- 
tained, are the subject of editorial 
comment this week, some interesting 
information as to their appearance, 
characteristics and therapeutic prop- 
erties being given. The progress of 
business in the trades represented by 
the REPORTER outside of drugs, chem- 
icals and paints, since the opening of 
the present year, is outlined in the sta- 
tistics given in our editorial columns, 
showing the total domestic receipts 
and exports at this port, as compared 
with last year. Fair play is wanted 
in the investigation of alleged infringe- 
ments of proprietary goods, the joint 
committee for which has not yet been 
appointed. 

General readers will be interested in 
the various reports published in this 
issue from the United States Consu's 
and covering a number of subjects 
upon which valuable information is 
given; the topics treated are the Gali- 
cian petroleum industry, development 
of commercial rel: tions between Brazil 
and the United States, general hints 
to merchants how to do business in 
Canada, the mineral resources of Can- 
ada and its trade ia drugs, glass, phos- 
phates, &c.; trade in the Argentine 
Republic, trade and tariff charges in 
Brazil, the whale and seal fisheries of 
Scotland, American goods in Buenos 
Ayres, business opportunities in the 
Republic of Colombia, aniline colors 
and oils in Swi‘zerland, extending 
American trade in Chili and American 
lard in Brazil. A writer has something 
to say about good petroleum in Eng 
land and the United Kingdom. Petro- 
leum production is meeting with more 
progress in California, A full account 
of the sale of the Clark & Warren Oil 
Works at Corry, Pa., is given in an in- 
terview with Mr. Warren. An article 
on saccharine furnishes a true chemi- 
cal analysis of that new product which 
is now offered on this market for the 
first time. An official report on the 
inenhaden industry contains facts of 
interest to the trade. Missouri lead 
fieids receive some attention this week. 
Aconitine is discussed from a chemical 
standpoint. Adulteration of drugs in 
London is receiving the attention that 
the subject deserves. Statistics are 
given of the manganese trade in Eng- 
land. Druggists of New Jersey are 
having a dispute over the sale of 
liquor beverages. <A new bleaching 
process is described. Lard compounds 
are still discussed in the New England 
States. A Boston contemporary reit- 
erates its charges about customs un- 
dervaluations in New York, and a sup- 
posed authority furnishes some facts 
on arrowroot starch. Chairman Kline, 
of the Proprietary Committee of the 
N. W. D. A., has sent out an address to 
manufacturers of proprietary goods. 
The death of F. B. Taylor, the weil- 
known oil dealer of the Pacific Coast, 
is announced; he led an active career 
which was fall of struggles but suecess- 
ful in the financial point of view, as he 
is said to have left half a million. 
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PETROLEUM PRODUCERS CAUSE A 


: FLURRY, 
During several days of last week the 


producers of Pennsylvania have held 


meetings in Pittsburgh and Oil City 
for the 


supposed purpose of inaugu- 


rating a general shut-down movement, 
and the immediate effect has been to 
create speculative interest, although 


the meetings have been secret and 
nothing of the actual result of these 
meetings is definitely known outside. 
Ot the dozen or more papers published 
in the oil regions which claim to give 
reliable information as to the objects 
and doings of these assembled pro- 
ducers, not two of them give a similar 
account, and the opinions expressed 
are so conflicting that the conclusion 
is forced on the reader that the papers 
are all at sea and their expressions of 
opinion are the merest guesswork, 
Some of the reports are ridiculous in 
the extreme, while others, claiming to 
be based on inside information surrep- 
titiously obtained, have been shown 
to have nofoundaticnin fact. About 
all that is definitely known is that con- 
ferences were held with the view of 
bringing about some concerted action 
on the part of the producers which 
would result in improving the price of 
the product, and it is generally admit- 
ted that the means sought to be em« 
ployed to this end was a general shut 
down of all work on projected wells, 
and a general suspension of opera- 
tions. About the only information 
vouchsafed by members of the execu- 
tive committee of the Producers’ Pro- 
tective Association, who have the de- 
tails of the movement in charge, has 
been the assertion that “everything is 
progressing favorably and they have 
the utmost confidence in the success 
of their undertaking.” This, it must 
be admitted, is decidedly indefinite 
and noncommittal, and to build theo- 
ries of probable action on such remarks 
by members of the committes, is noth- 
ing less than drawing on the imagina- 
tion by the industrious scribe, 

Taking asa fact that it 1s the purpose 
of the associated producers to bring 
about a general shut down, we fail tosee 
wherein such a course would prove 
more than atemporary benefit. But it 
is extremely doubtful if this can be ac- 
complished. Those having only small 
wells, and these, of course, are the ma- 
jority in numbers if not in production, 
would gladly join such a movement; 
but it is doubtful if a producer, having 
wells flowing oil at the rate of from 
thirty to over a hundred barrels of oil 
per hour, can see any permanent ad- 
vantage in a shut down. The busi- 
ness cannot be said to have been un- 
prefitable, even with the reckless wild- 
eatting that characterized operations 
during 1886. In that year the produc- 
ers drilled 800 new wells each month at 
a cost of $2,500 per well, which amounts 
to about $750,000 per month to get a 
new production of 4,000 barrels per 
day, monthly. The total production 
of 1886 was over 26,000,000 barrels, or 
about 1,500,000 barrels less than con- 
sumption. The producers expended 
$9,000,000 to keep the production near 
the consumption and sold all that was 
consumed for an average of seventy 
cents per barrel, and received about 
$20,000,000 for 28,000,000 barrels of oil 
consumed, which leaves a difference in 
favor of the producer of $11,000,000 
after deducting the expenses of drill- 
ing new wells. This does not show the 
business to be unprofitable, but ac- 
counts for the owners of large wells 
preferring to continue operations. Rea- 
sons why dollar oil would not prove a 
permanent advantage to the producer 
we have heretofore given and need not 
at this time be repeated, but the dol- 
lar wark appears to have a fascination 
for the producer that may be likened 
to the charm surrounding dead sea 
fruit. Whatever the result of these 


conferences may be, they have already 
had the effect of unsettling the mar- 
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ket, and while increased speculation 
has driven prices rapidly upward, the 
collapse has been equally as speedy ; 
but while there remains uncertainty as 
to the purposes of the organized pro. 
ducers, larger variations in speculative 
values will be in order.

COPAIBA, TOLU AND PERU 
SAMS, 

For the past five or six yearg the 
course of the market for the balsams 
of copaiba, tolu and Peru has been 
downward, though there have been a 
number of periods when, owing to 
temporary scarcity or speculative ma- 
nipulation, prices have advanced. 
The cause of this almost steady decline 
in values may be traced in each in- 
stance tooverproduction. In the case 
of the two first mentioned, a recovery 
has set ip, and for some time past the 
tendency has been toward a higher 
level of values. With balsam Peru, 
however, the case is different, the 
prices at present ruling being the low- 
est of which we have any record, In 
1882 the average price for this balsam 
was three dollars and ninety-two cents, 
the following year it was two dollars 
and seventy-one, and for the three 
years 1884-85-86 the averave quotations 
were one dollar and ninety-two cents, 
one dollar and fifty-four and one dol- 
lar and thirty-three cents respectively. 
Since the beginning of the current 
year there has been a considerable de- 
cline, though at one time, when the 
dealers in Hamburg began to buy up 
all of the stock within reach, it seemed 
probable that a sharp recovery would 
setin. The Hamburg merchants, who 
were lured into the speculation by the 
belief that prices must advance from 
the then very low point, were com- 
pelled to abandon their venture, by 
finding the available stock was much 
larger than they had any idea of. 
Since then the markets, both here and 
abroad, have further declined, and it 
is reported that at the present time 
some stock is procurable here at a 
dollar and five cents and possibly less, 
The quantity offering at that figure 
is small, however, the more general 
price being nearer one dollar and ten 
cents. lor several years past the con- 
sulption of balsam Peru has been on 
the wane. Its use for surgical dress- 
ings seems to have been usurped by 
other drugs, aud its consumption for 
other purposes is comparatively un- 
important. The low prices and cur- 
tailed demand do not appear to have 
puta check upon production, as the 
reports from London and Hamburg 
indicate that arrivals are regularly 
taking place. 

In regard to balsam copaiba, the 
more important of the three, we find 
that there has been an almost steady 
depreciation in values from the begin- 
ning of 1882 until withia the last few 
months. The position now appears to 
be stronger thun at any time within 
the past five or six years, and the 
chances of a permanent improvement 
are considered good by those who have 
watched the course of the market care- 
fully. Reference to our files shows 
that the average price of the Central 
American balsam was about fifty-three 
cents in 1882, In 1883 the average was 
reduced to forty-three cents, from 
which it fell to forty and a half cents 
in 1884, then to thirty-five and a 
quarter cents in 1885 and finally in 
1886 to about thirty-four and three- 
quarters cents. Since the middle of 
March of the current year, there has 
been a gradualimprovement. During 
May it reached forty-five cents, though 
it subsequently declined again to 
thirty-seven cents, the price ruling 

just prior to the advance of a week or 
twoago. So far this year the average 
price of Central American -balsam co- 
paiba has been thirty-nine and a 
quarter cents, or about three-quarters 
of acent below the market quotation 
at the date of our last issue. 
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This improvement is said to be due 
to decreased production, caused by the 
low prices of several preceding years. 
The government returns show a steady 
decrease in the imports, the receipts 
for 1886 being 131,693 pounds against 
157,696 pounds in 1885, and it is be- 
lieved that the returns for the current 
year will show a still greater falling 
off, Reports from abroad show that 
the markets there are in about the 
same condition as our own. London 
bas no Para to offer, and as the recent 
arrivals there of Maranham, by way of 
Liverpool, went into consumption at 
the equivalent of about thirty-seven to 
thirty-eight cents, old stock is held for 
such high rates as to be practically out 
of the market. Hamburg is said to be 
badly in need of the Maracaibo variety 
of copaiba, and has no stock of any 
kind to offer from first hands except a 
balsam somewhat similar to Para, 
which comes from Bahia. This is held 
by the owners at the equivalent of 
thirty-five cents. Just now the con- 
sumption of copaiba in the various 
markets is of moderate proportions, 
the season of greatest demand begin- 
ning about the middle of January to 
the beginning of February. When 
that time comes, it is believed in some 
quarters that prices will rule much 

‘ higher. 

Balsam tolu has had a large and in- 
creasing consumption in this country 
during the past year or two, but the 
arrivals have been large and prevented 
any improvement in prices until within 
the past month or two, when, owing 
to the concentration of supplies in few 
hands, the tendency has again been 
upward. The average price for the 
past five years has been as follows:

The lowest price during that period 
was reached in August last year and 
againin June of the current year, when 
the market quotation was thirty cents. 
Since June there has been a gradual 
improvement, the upward movement 
becoming more marked about two 
weeks ago, at which time the concen- 
tration of the stock here was about 
completed. The imports of tolu con- 
tinue large, probably because the sup- 
plies which formerly went direct to 
London now come here; but, at the 
same time, it is said that the large de- 
mands of consumption more than keep 
pace with the supply. If this con- 
tinues, higher prices are expected to be 
the result.

STROPHANTHUS AND THE ACTIVE 
PRINCIPLE STROPHANTHIN, 

In the last issue of the REPORTER, 
among the references made to papers 
read at the late British Pharmaceuti- 
eal Conference, appeared an abstract 
of a report submitted by Mr. W. EI- 
borne on the subject of Strophanthus, 
The literature of the plant is very ex- 
tensive, but a brief presentation of its 
appearance, characteristics and prop- 
erties may be of interest in view of its 
recent introduction to the drug trade 
of this country. Strophanthus be- 
longs to the natural order of Apocyna- 
ex, and is widely distributed through- 
out equatorial Africa, where the na- 
tives have long employed it as a poison 
with which to tip their arrows. The 
seeds are ground into a coarse paste, 
of active poisoning properties, with 
which the arrows are smeared. It is 
a muscle poison, and when introduced 
into the body increases the contractile 
power of all striped muscles, rendering 
their contractions more complete and 
prolonged. 

The plant produces a follicle from 9 
to 12 inches in length, which contains 
the seeds, numbering from 100 to 200 
and of an oval shape. The seeds are 
characterized by beautiful comose ap- 
pendices, giving to them an arrow-like 
appearance, A crystalline body of 
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strongly bitter taste and feeble acid 
reaction was separated by Prof. T. R. 
Frazer, of Edinburgh, which he found 
to be readily soluble in water and rec- 
tified spirit, but in ether, benzol and 
petroleum spirit practically insoluble. 
The substance thus separated was 
named Strophanthin by Prof. Frazer, 
who in further pursuing his investiga- 
tions found it could not be precipi- 
tated by the ordinary reagents for al- 
Kaloids. It contains no nitrogen, and 
when heated with dilute sulphuric 
acid yields glucose anda body insolu- 
ble iu water, though very soluble in 
rectified spirit and having a strongly 
bitter taste. This body has been 
named Strophantidin. From 8 to 9 
per cent. of Strophanthin is present 
in the seeds of the Strophanthus, and 
its action is the same as that of the 
seed. The leaves and bark of the plant 
also contain the alkaloid, though the 
percentage is much smaller than in the 
seed. 

In lethal doses, besides destroying 
the capacity of the muscle to assume 
the normal state of partial flaccidity, 
strophanthin ‘“‘causes the rigidity of 
contraction to become permanent and 
to pass into the rigor of death. Asa 
result of this action of the muscle, the 
heart is early and powerfully affect- 
ed.” It receives a larger quantity in a 
given time, than any other muscle of 
the body, and therefore it is probable 
that strophanthin (the active priaci- 
ple) affects the action of the heart 
more distinctly aud powerfully than 
that of the other striped muscles. The 
various changes in the heuart’s action 
which Prof. Frazer has found to result 
from the administration of strophan- 
thin, are the ordinary changes found 
and described frequently in the case of 
digitalis and other members of this 
group, and he has administered the 
former in a large number of cases as a 
substitute for digitalis with good re- 
sults. The tincture usually employed 
by him is prepared by percolating two 
and one-half ounces of the powerful 
seeds to two pints, though he ocea- 
sionally substituted a tincture in which 
the fat so abundantly present in stro- 
phanthus has been previously re- 
moved by ether. Watery and alco- 
holie solutions of strophanthin have 
also been used, and ina few instances 
Prof. Frazer has injected the active 
principle in doses of 1-120 and 1 60 ofa 
grain under the skin. The latter pro- 
cedure, however, was accompanied 
sometimes by irritation at the seat of 
injection. Hisexperiments have proved 
that Strophanthus has a much more 
powerful effect upon the muscles than 


has digitalis. 
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COMPARISON OF DOMESTIC 
CEIPTS AND EXPORTS. 

By a comparison of the domestic re- 
ceipts at this port since January 1 with 
those of last year, we find that among 
the articles which show decreased re- 
ceipts this season are cotton oil, lard, 
oil cake, hops, tallow, grease, aicohol 
and soap stock. A large increase has 
been made latterly in naval stores, 
lubricating oils, stearine, oleo stock 
and oleomargarine. The official fig- 
ures showing the domestic receipts for

There has been an im- 
portant decrease in the shipment of 
hops, flaxseed, residuum, crude and 
refined petroleum, oil cake, lard and 
aleohol, for which reasons have al- 
ready been assixned in these columns.

INVESTIGATING PROPRIETARY 

INFRINGEMENTS. 

There is a general impression that a 
joint committee has been appointed to 
perform some work for tke National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association in 
the matter of investigating alleged in- 
fringements of proprietary rights by 
the simulation of goods or otherwise. 
Such a committee has been called for 
and authorized, but is not yet ap- 
pointed. Three of its members are to 
come from the Proprietary Committee 
and three from the Association of Man- 
ufacturers of Proprietary Goods. There 
is work for the committee already as 
outlined by Mr. Richardson at the 
Boston convention, who wanted the 
relations of two remedies determined 
by the association. 

It is to be hoped that in the appoint- 
ment of the joint committee, no dis- 
crimination will be shown in favor of 
one or the other proprietary article in 
question, but that disinterested per- 
sons be selected to inquire into the 
claims of the contestants and into the 
legal aspect of the case—whether one 
manufacturer has the right to threaten 
and intimidate the trade because an- 
other remedy is on the market which 
is intended for certain ailments, the

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cure of which he endeavors to monop- 
olize. Only fair play is wanted and 
that on the broadest piatform. 

The wholesale association has 
pledged itself by resolution that should 
this joint committee be of the opinion 
that the allegations of infringements 
or simulations be sustained, the mem- 
bers are to cease handling those goods 
that are decided to be infringements. 
But in case the infringements are not 
sustained what protection is promised 
the trade in handling goods from which 
the suspicion has been removed? Are 
rebate contracts with objectionable 
stipulations concerning competitors 
still to be signed by compulsion? Has 
the party of the second part no rights 
which others are legally if not moral- 
ly bound to respect? Infringements 
should be suppressed wherever found, 
but when a manufacturer has been 
honorably acquitted of the charge of 
falsification, counterfeiting, simulation 
or any motive in that direction, he 
deserves and should receive the hearty 
support of the trade and the associa- 
tion, and there is every indication that 
Presidents Cutler and Humphreys will 
exercise every effort to bring about 
such a result.

Mr. Edwin Taylor, of the firm of William 
Taylor & Sons, Brooklyn, has returned home 
from his prolonged European tour. 


From all parts of the country, with here and 
there an unimportant exception, come the 
most encouraging reports as to the progress 
of autumn trade. 


It is reported that Messrs. W. Butler and 
Geo. W. Blair, both of the Fort Pitt Glass 
Works, Pittsburg, are about to build a factory 
at Syracuse, Mc igs county, O. 


Mr. D. McK. Lioyd, treasurer for Slocum, 
Lloyd & Orr, limited, refiners of coal tar in 
Allegheny, cai'ed on the RerporvTeR Jast Mon- 
day, and spoke encouragingly of business. 

Messrs. William Johnson & Co., the paint 
manufacturers of Montreal, Canada, who 
bought the proptrty of the McDougall-Logie 
estate for 250,000, last week took posession of 
the premises. 

The factories engaged in the manufacture of 
druggists’, perfumers’ and other glassware 
speciaities, in Philadelphia, will be kept 
busy for weeks to come, with the prospect 
of plenty of future orders, 


The giass furnaces in Wheeling and vicinity 
are all lighted, and if the product of this fall is 
all sold, and indicagions now are that it will be, 
the Ohio valley wi:l put more goods on the 
market than at any time since 1880-81, 


The following green glass factories in Pitts- 
burg have gone to work: Thcs., Wightman & 
Co., two factories; Wm. McCully & Co., two 
factories; Cunniogbam & Co., Dominick O. 
Cunningham, and the Ihmsen Glass Company, 
one each, 

The Fidelity Manufacturing Co., of Philadel- 
phia, whose advertisement appears in another 
cOlumnn, are pressiug a very fine quality of 
menhaden oil which is sought after by the 
consuming trade. LBuyera always receive fu!l 
value from this coinpany. 

The Commercial Club of Louisvilie, Ky., has 
issucd invitations to a reception and lunch to 
be given the commercial travelers of that city 
on September 21 ia celebration of an increase 
of 332,':00,000 in the business of that city during 
the first six manths of 1887, 

An increase in the demand for mica has re- 
sulted trom its use for electrical purposes, and 
special machinery has been devised for getting 
out the mineral. Electricians usually select 
the whitest kinds, some colored micas, having 
80 much iron that their insulating property is 
affected, 

The glass business in Wheeling, W. Va., the 
past week has been fully up to expectations in 
every sense. The announcement of the final 
adjustment of impending d:fticulties with the 
workmen took away ail restraint, and the bugi- 
ness is in as flourishing a Condition as could be 
expected, 

Mr. Peter Van Schaack, of Peter Van Schaack 
& Sons, Chicago, arrived on the “Alaska.” He 
will remain in town to accompany the remains 
of his brother-in-law, the Hon. A. J, Vander- 
poel, the eminent lawyer of this city who died 
Jast month in Paris, to their last restiag place 
at Kinderhvuok. 


Asaresult of the formation of the whiskey 
trust, a number of distilleries at Cincinnati, St. 
Louis and Chicago have been closed and the 
operating capacity of the Peoria distilleries in- 
creased correspondingly, so that the daily con- 
sumption of grain increased from 15,188 bush- 
els to 28,216 bushels. 
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The report of Referee John I. Davenport on 
the accounts of Edgar 8S. Turton, receiver of 
the New York Naval Stores and Tobacco Ex- 
change, approved by the court, show receipts 
of $24,442, disbursements of $3,355, and a bal- 
ance of $21,087. The balance will be divided 
among the stockholders pro rata. 

At Bridgeport, Ohio, Sept. 17, La Belle Glass 
Works was totally destroyed by fire, enta!ling 
a loss of $85,900. To cover this there is an in- 
aurance of $50,000. This insurance is largely 
placed in foreign companies, though nearly all 
Wheeling companies are caught to some ex- 
tent. Of $85,000 loss, $35,000 is on stock. 


Trade at all of the glass factories in Bellaire, 
O., is good, and the product is shipped just as 
rapidly as it can be to satisfy orders that have 
been booked for some time and were delayed 
by the difficulty in getting started. New orders 
have bean coming in very gratifyingly, and 
there i3 no doubt of a successful season. 


At St. Louis, Mo., September 16, the works of 
the Southern White Lead Company were de- 
stroyed by fire. The lossis estimated at $75,- 
000. Anexplosion occurred shortly after the 
fire was discovered and a minute later the 
whole building, which covered a half block, 
was in a blaze, according to a press telegram. 


The window glass trade in Philadelphia does 
not appear to be sufficiently active to induce 
the manufacturers to hasten a settlement of 
the question of an advance in wages demanded 
by blowers. Four factories,two in Delaware 
and two in New Jcrsey, are said to have con- 
ceded an advance of ten per cent, three of 
which are co-operative concerns, 


An important change was announced by the 
Elson Glass Co,, Of Martin’s Ferry, last week. 
Capt. Ed. Muhieman, the secretary, disposed of 
his interest in the works to Mr, Andy J. Smith, 
the assistant secretary. Mr. Muhleman has 
been wanting to retire from the works for 
some time, and has not paid any attentiun to 
the business since July on account of ill health, 


A foreign authority says that there “is 
scarcely a morbid condition ia which antipy- 
rine cannot be substituted for morphine; and 
as observations multiply,” he says, “we shall 
soon see antipyrine taking the place cf mor- 
phine and so preserve mankind from the 
chronic craving and intoxication produced by 
the latter.”” The demand for antipyeine in 
this market has increased rapidly of l¥te. 


On another page will be found the half page 
advertisement of Messrs. Dixon 3ros,, Toronto, 
Canada, v ho are et the head of their trade in 
naval storesin Toronto. They wish to corres- 
pond with manufacturers of naval stores, 
paints, colors, varnish, cotton seed oil, etc., 
with the view of handling a part of their out- 
putin that market. The firm is well recom- 
mended and is deserving ofa large patronage. 


Mr. George Lueders, the importer and ex- 
porter of perfumers raw materials, arrived 
home last week after a trip of two months and 
a half through Europe and a monoth through 
the Western States on business. He reports 
the rose crop good and states that the crops of 
lavender flowers and tube roses were damaged 
in quantity but notin quality by the storms, 
This is particularly true of jassmine flowers, 


Advices from San Francisco state that the 
fate of the missing whaler Amethyst is settled, 
The mate of the sealing schooner Angel Dolly, 
recently arrived at San Francisco, reports that 
while cruising near Castle Rock a wreck was 
discovered on the island, which was found to 
be the Amethyst broken in two. Everything 
was in confusion in the cabin. The whaling 
gear was covered with rust, looking as though 
it had been lying there for months. 


If reports are true, two or more plate glass 
works will be established in this part of Penn- 
sylvania at an early day. It is stated that sites 
have been purchased, and that work will be 
commenced very soon. There is no reason 
why Pittsburg and vicinity should not become 
as famous for the production of plate glass as 
she is already famous for the production of 
other classes of giass products, and there are 
strong indications that before very long she 
will.—Am. Manufacturer. 


A liquid invented by M. Raoul Pictet, for use 
as a disinfectant, answers well as a freezing 
mixture for hardening microscopic specimens.

WESIERN NOTES. 
Special correspondence of the OIL, PAINTAND 
DRvUG REPORTER. ] 


CHICAGO, Sept. 17, 1887. 

With the exception of a somewhat weaker 
feeling and a still further drop in prices, there 
are no features of special interest in the mar- 
ket in linseed oil, There is no apparent abate- 
mentin the spirit of joalous rivairy existing 
between the factions of western crushers. 
One charges the other with invasion of terri- 
tory claimed by a sort of pre-emption right, 
and the other retorts by accusations not alto- 
gether dissimilar in character. This market is 
nominally 38c, and sales are slow and small. 
Nine hundred barrels of oil have been sold on 
*’Change this week in two lots of 300 and 6.0 
barrels respectively at the figures named. This 
was probably the must abrupt and open break 
in prices yet made. Matters were compara- 
tively peaceful—so far as locai trade was con- 
cerned—at 8c, when the storm broke. It is 
claimed by the parties making the sale that it 
was done by way of retaliation for a rate of 39c 
in Cleveland and Detroit. So, “by St. Paul, the 
fight goes bravely on.” 

The number of rumors flying andthe amount 
of speculative guessing being done are fuily 
equal to those of any former period, and some 
of them are both interesting aod amusing. For 
instance, the oil sold upon the floor ot 'Change 
was purchased by a prominent dealer in seed, 
who bas no direct interest whatever in the 
manufacture or gal: of oi!. Naturaliy enough 
the question presents itself, for whom was he 
acting? Conjecture is rife, and there are those 
who incline to think that the lot has fallen into 
the hands of business competitors of the party 
cffering it. 

The proportion of mills running at present is 
about 60 to 65 per cent of the entire number, 
though probably some of the larger concerns 
will resume operations before the close of next 
week. At first sight, it is not easy to perceive 
just why the output should be increased at this 
particular juncture, but undoubtedly the 
crushers are the most competent judges of 
their own affairs. It begins to look more and 
more as though we were on the eve of a war of 
prices in linseed which may end in the survival 
of the fittest, and some usually cautious and 
conservative observers are beginning to talk 
about 35c oil in the future. Before yesterday's 
break in the seed market, flax sold at $109, and 
it is easy to see that with seed at any such fig- 
urea as those aud cake a comparative drug in 
the market, oil at 35c will not pay any dividend 
worth mentioning. Whether or not such a 
state of alfairs would result in the precipita- 
tion upon the market of any number of shares 
of stock whose holdera might feel inclined to 
look fora better paying investment remains to 
be seen; it is a question much discussed in trade 
circles. 

There is considerable inquiry fcr oil on the 
part of Eastern brokers, but I cannot learn of 
any leaving this city for tbe seaboard, The 
state of the New York marketis a source of 
considerable dissatisfaction to Western manu- 
facturers, who ure disposed to attack the re- 
sponsibility therefor to their Kastern brethren. 
The offers reported here are upon the basis of 
4lc at the seashore, 80 that the norma! relations 
between the two markets may be said to be 
preserved. 

Meanwhile Chicago jobbers are passive, 
though by no means uninterested observe 
events. As for oil, they will haY* 
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declare that they anticipate a brisk—indeed, an 
unusually brisk—fall trade, Their visible 
stocks are rather light, but no one but them- 
selves and the refiners from whom they have 
bought can even pretend to guessto what ex- 
tent these visible stocks are to be augmented 


just now, except so much as they may find it 
an absolute necessity to purchase. To them 
the market presents no alluring attractions, 
and they don’t belong to the class which be- 
lieve in paying for the privilege of doing busi- 
ness. 

The Cincinnati market has aot yet recovered 
from the disturbing influence to which I re- 
ferred a week ago. Values seem to be thor- 
oughly disturbed at that point, and just when 
they will adjust themselves cannot be foretold. 

FLAXSEED. 

Heavy rainsin the Northwest have prevent- 
ed the harvesting and threshing of seed during 
the last ten days. In consequence, the week’s 
receipts have been rather light, aggregating 
152 635 bushels as against 172,651 bushels during 
the week ending Sept. 10. The 205,289 bushels 
shipped last week resulted in a net decrease of 
56,377 bushels ic the quantity in store here, the 
exact figures on Monday morning last and on 
the Monday preceding being 157,718 and 101,341 
bushels respectively. This week's shipments 
(128,052 bushels) bave fallen below those of last 
week by 77,237 bushels, and have been less than 
those of the corresponding week in 1886 by 119,- 
932 bushels. The fact that this week’s ship- 
ments have fallen below the receipts by 24,583 
bushels leads to the conclusion that the seed in 
store in public elevators has somewhat in- 
creased during the last six days. 

The wet weather has affected the market in 
ancther, and material way, The quality of the 
seed arriving just now cannot be said to be up 
to the average. Much of it is wet and in- 
ferior, and after passing the ordeal of 
official inspection is graded as “rejected.” 
The best confirmation of this statement 
is to be found in the fact that of 273 
cars officially inspected in during the week 
just closed, 65 were rejected and 45 no grade: 
Thie, of course, has naturally tended to reduce 
the offeringe of No, 1 seed from the compara- 
tively small amount which the week’s light 
receipts would have led one to predict. 

This fact may serve to account—in part at 
least—for the upward tendency which was 
exhibited in so marked a degree during the 
first four days of the week. The cause of the 
break on Friday—to which reference is made 
below—is more or less uncertain, Expilana- 
tory theories, however, are freely advauced, 
That Chicago buyers had intended to adopt the 
tactics which bad proved so successful in pre- 
vious years is tolerably certain. In other 
words, an advancing market would have in- 
duced large shipments, and if the market 
happened to break under its own weight, why, 
80 much the worse for those on whom the 
weight fell. The scheme was plausible on its 
face and probably wouid have worked well bad 
it not been for the uuexpected fact that re- 
ceipts from the Northwest failed to follow the 
arrivals of Southern seed with the commenda- 
ble promptitude which had been anticipated. 
Light receipts and a halting demand forced 
prices up, and at the present time there existsa 
strong infiuential element which would like to 
break the market with a view to purchasing. 
To summarize the situation, bears are more 
numerous than bulls. The allegation has been 
not infrequently brought against the writer 
that some bullish predictions had influenced 

statements in these letters. To a man who 
never bought, sold or owned a peck of flaxseed 
in his life and has no business connection with 
any seller or buyer in the flax market, such 
allegations are amusing, I still adhere to wy 
original prediction as regards the crop of 1887, 
and if modesty did not forbid I should say that 
indisputable facts are substantiating my pre- 
Vious assertions. It is a saying so trite as to 
have passed into a proverb that the “game 
isn’t played till it’s played out.” If apparently 
authentic advices are to be relied upon, the 
yield per acre is not likely to be so large a3 had 
been anticipated, nor is the quality of the crop 
equal to that of last year. What will be the 
outcome of the present situation is hard to 
predict. A drop of four cents in two days isa 
tolerably fair incication of a downward move- 
ment. That seed will sell in this market at 
from $1 00@102 within a comparatively short 
time does not appear unlikely. But that there 
will ultimately be a reaction seems equally 
probable. 

In this connection, it is worthy of remark 
that one theory commonly adv.inced to account 
for the break in prices is that future deliveries 
have been too freely sold at prices which tend- 
ed to demoraiize the market for cash seed. 
How far this theory is justified by the facts 
will appear from the following review of the 
market: 

No.lontrack opened on Monday at $108 
and advanced by easy quotations to $1 093g on 
Friday when the market broke, closing at 
$10714. To-day showed no improvement, the 
closing quotations being $1 05}4, Sales of cash 
seed reported on 'Change were as follows: No. 
1, 210 care; rejected, 26 cars; no grade, 14 care; 
total, 249 care. Thecourseof the speculative 
market has excited some comment. Of the 26,- 
000 bushels of September seed sold during the 
‘week, 23,500 bushels were sold since Wednesday. 
The total sales of October bas sggregated 149,- 
6CO bushels, of which 90,000 bushels were sold 
yesterday and to-day. The downward course 
of futures bas kept fully even pace with that of 
cash seed. September opened on Wednesday 
at $109; sold on Thursday at $1 083¢@1 10; re- 
ceded to $1 07 on Friday, and closed to-day at 
$1 0534. October seed sold on Monday at $1 0834 
but after advancing to $110 on Thursday fell by 
ab.upt steps to $1 05}4 to-day. Sales of future 
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have aggregated: of September, 26,00 bushels; 
of October, 149,500 bushels; of November, 14,- 


600 bushels. 
OILs. 

Despite the dullness of demand, holders of 
cotton oil display a firmer feeling than during 
last weak. This is probably to be accounted for 
by the very small quantity of oil in sight here 
and the improbability of any of that made 
from this year’s seed arriving for some weeks 
tocome. Atthesame time quotations remain 
nominally aboutthe same, and no sales of for- 
ward delivery are reported by brokers. Indeed 
there is little or no inquiry for either spot or 
future, there being too much feeling of uncer- 
tainty as to the course of the market during the 
next month, Nota few purchasers anticipate 
lower prices, yet the advices from New York 
bave not been without effect, and it is begin- 
ning to be @ questiun whether the new oil will 
come in in comparatively smail quantities and 
exhibit a firmness not looked for a month ago. 

Lard oil is only moderately active, and prices 
remain nominaily about thesame asa week 
ago. Atthe same time there isa suspicion— 
perhaps not altogether 1ll-founded—that con- 
cessions are being made to buyers. Probably 
such rumors find their origin in the declining 
prices of lard. A reasonably fair demand from 
the East continues to be one of the features of 
the market, and while exporters are looking 
about sales to this class of buyers are made on 
what may be said to be “private terms.’’ Apro- 
pos of the course of the market in lard the fol- 
lowing figures (paradoxical on their face) may 
be of interest, The stock of lard in sight to-day 
is estimated at 70,000 tierces—a decline of 14,000 
tierces during the week. Of this amount 63,000 
tierces are supposed to be contract lard. One 
year ago the visible supply of lard equaled 
some 85,000 tierces. 

Manufacturers hold oleo at figures which 
seem hardly justified by the prices ruling 
abroad. That the local demand ‘s by no means 
absorbing the output is demonstrated by the 
fact that the total arrivals in Rotterdam last 
week amounted to 5,500 tierces. The decline 
of four florins which has characterized the 
Dutch market this week can scarcely be said 
to have been unnatural in view of the fact that 
the figures last above named have exceeded 
the sales by nearly 1,800 tierces. Exporters 
bere look for a further drop in Holland this 
week, and yet city buyers have to pay high 
prices. In connection with this outlook, it is 
wortby of mention that the books of the U. 8, 
Internal Revenue Collector for this district 
show twelve oleomargarine factories in active 
operation, while the number of retail estab- 
lishmenta (shown by the same authority) 
amounts to 387. Tbat there is some confidence 
fe:tamong local manufacturers is shown by 
the fact that a new company for the manufac- 
ture of urtificial butter has been incorporated 
in this city during the past week, under the 
name of the Central Dairy Company. It re- 
joices in the possession of license No, 12. That 
the butterine business is “*‘vooming”’ is shown 
by the fact that the managers of the youthful 
concern declare themselves already overbur- 
dened with orders, This circumstance would 
tend to show that the prospects for the local 
fail trade are by no means gloomy, 

















































































PIG LEAD, 


Another drop in pig lead has occurred this 
week, both here and at St. Louis, The Chicago 
market may be said to be nominally $4 40, and 
that of the Missouri metropolis $4 3234@4 35. 
These quotations, however, represeat the ap- 
parent rather than the actual state of the mar- 
ket. It may be questioned whether a person 
offering lead in this city to-day could obtain 
more than $455. On the other band if an in- 
quirer for around lot (a rara avis just now) 
should appear in a brokers office, he wouid 
probably receive no offer to sell at a lower 
rate than $440. Business is dull and the gene- 
ral tone of the market is weak. Nobody buys 
anything that he can possibly get along with- 
out, and the volume of trade is correspond- 
ingly light. In my last letter, I referred to 
offerings of spot lead by refiners. That such 
offerings terded to demoralize prices is indu- 
bitable. It is equally true, however, that 
smelters perceived the result of this policy and 
on Thursduy last most—if not all—of such 
offerings were withdrawn. What the ultimate 
effect of such a reversal of tactics may be upon 
the market it is not easy to presage. Undoubt- 
edly it would naturally tend to exert a steady- 
ing influence. On the other hand, however, 
there are not lacking indications of an impend- 
ing stringencg inthe money market; refiners 
of lead are large borrowers, and should money 
advance it is altogether withiu the bounds of 
possibility that they might find it cheaper to 
sell accumulated stocks even at the bottom of 
a falling market, than to pay semi-exorbitant 
rates of interest. This last rewark naturally 
suggests the question—are stocks accumulat- 
ing inthe West? From a careful inquiry I am 
satisfied that they are not; not a few furnaces 
are just now being fairly taxed to fill contracts 
already made, and yet what is to be done with 
the lead heretofore offered and this week with- 
drawn? Another circumstance worthy of 
consideration in this connection is that Octo- 
ber delivery, which is in very moderate de- 
mané, is selling here for the same price asspot. 

It is absolutely impossible to forecast the fu- 
ture course of events. Probably the secret key 
to the whole situation is tobe sought in the 
prospective demand yet unfilled and this is an 
unknown factor. Most of the manufacturers

OBITUARY. 


F. B. TAYLOR. 


The death of Mr. F. B. Taylor, well known in 
the petroleum trade of this and other cities,was 
announced last week at Saratoga, where he 
had gone in the hope of receiving permanent 
benefit, his health having of late become im- 
paired. Mr. Taylor was probably even better 
known on the Pacific coast than here, he hay- 
ing taken up his residence in San Francisco 
early in the fifties, at a time when business en- 
terprise was sure of speedy roward. There he 
first opened a lamp store which was successful 
from the start. In 1862 he formed the firm of 
Taylor & Cronna, wren oils were added as a 
leading specialty and this branch of the busi- 
ness grew rapidly, in fact the firm soon became 
known as among the leading dealers in oil on 
the Pacific coast- In 1870 Mr. Cronna retired 
from the firm and Mr. D. G. Scofield was ad- 
mitted to partnership, the firm name becom- 
ing F. B. Taylor & Co. Later Mr. Taylor 
formed ether business connections in San 
Francisco and finally sold his interest to Sco- 
field & Tevis. Mr. Taylor, during his California 
business career, made frequent trips East and a 
few years since shipped large quantities of re- 
fined oil to California, chartering ships for the 
purpose when freight room could not be en- 
gaged on advantageous terms on the regular 
lines. Socially Mr. Taylor was 4 pleasing and 
courteous gentleman and as & business man he 
had the qualities of energy, perseverance and 
ready tact so requisite to commercial success, 
He was 64 years of age at the time of his death

Two Grades of Opium. 
CIRCLEVILLE, O., Sept. 9, 1887. 

Editor O1u, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

We note in J. L. & D.S. Riker’s advertise- 
ment, page EU, in your issue of 3ist ult., among 
other things named, “opium, druggists’”’ and 
“opium, manufacturers’,” and we are at a loss 
asto the meaning of the terms. If you can 
give us light upon the subject we will be much 
obliged, Gro. H. FicKarpDT & SON. 

(“Opium, druggists’,” is the grade of opium 
used by retail druggists, while “‘opium, manu- 
(acturers’,”’ is that used by the manufacturers 
of morphiae. The former contains 9 to 10 per 
cent of morphia and the latter is of a higher 
grade, running in morphia of ten times as high 
as 14 to 15 per cent and possibly higher. Upon 
the former is based the market quotations. Of 
course the richer in morphia, the higher the 
cost of opium —ED ] 


CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


The Treasury Department has decided that 
manganese, which is reproduced in the shape 
of an oxide after being used in the manufae- 
ture of chlorine, is entitled to free entry as 
“manganese, oxide and ore of,”” notwithstand- 
ing the fact that it has been reproduced, and 
the Collector at Boston has been overruled in 
his assessment of duty at 10 per cent. ad valo- 
rem. 

The Collector of Customs at New York has 
called the attention of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to the large increase in the class of im- 
portations of merchandise in illegal packages. 
The Collector has suggested that in all cases of 
second offenses, either by owners or forward- 
ing agents, no remiselon of the seizure be made 
except upon the payment of the appraised 
value of the merchandise. The Department 
bas concurred in this suggestion, and has in- 
structed the Collector to cause the practice at 
New York to conform thereto. 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The Western and Atlantic Pipe Line Compa- 
ny? of Pittsburg, with a capital of $50,000, was 
chartered at the Pennsylvania State Depart- 
ment last week. 

A gusher gas well with a flame forty feet 
high was found at Amboy near Peru, Ill, last 
week, The light from the burning well can be 
seen ten miles, 

A second strixe of natural gas has been 
made at Windsor, IIl., at a depth of eighty-five 
feet. A heavy pressure was struck, which in- 
dicates gas in paying quantities. 

A strong vein of oil was struck at Royal Cen- 
tre, Cass county, IIl., last week, at the depth of 
969 feet. Gther wells will be put down at once, 
as this is the strongest well in the State. 


On Tuesday evening of last week Mr. George 
W, Root, agent for the Vacuum Oil Co., at 
Chicago, was married at Benton Harbor to Miss 
£mma Mitchell, formerly of the Garden City. 
Mr, and Mrs. Root’s future residence will be 
in Chicago. 

At Harmar, U., Septembe# 17th, fire in L. W. 
Merton’s oil refinery did considerable damagee 
All the buildings were entirely destroyed and 
about two hundred barrels of oil consumed by 
the flames. The loss is heavy; small insuranco 
on the buildings. 

There is reason to believe that a “corner” of 
the oil-producing companies of Scotland is 
now complete, and that an agreement under 
which the ScottishMineral OilTrade Association 
bind themselves not to sell oil below stipulated 
prices has been formally signed 

In boring for water near Shelbyville, IIL. 
last week, at a depth of sixty feet J. M. Lemon 
struck what is believed to be a strong vein of 
gas. The gas escaped with a loud noise, and on 
being lighted a column of fire shot up twenty 
feet above the hole. If the vein proves strong 
enough the gas will be piped to Shelbyville. 


Kramer and Bottcher conclude that the for- 
mation of rock oil from vegetable material 
cannot have taken place at any very high tem- 
perature, not even so bigh as that (400 deg. C 
752 deg, F.) at which wood tar is formed, for 
the products of decomposition containing oxy- 
gen are in rock oil, as in wood tar,present only 
in very small quanities. 

Advices from Cairo states that the engineer 
in charge of the petroleum wurks at Djemseh, 
Egypt, bas reported a violent rush on the bor- 
ing reaching a depth of 1,310 feet. The gas be- 
came ignited, causing a lond explosion, where- 
upon 60 feet of petroleum entered the boring. 
Drilling was resumed and there is every indi- 
cation of a good supply of petroleum being ob- 
tained. 

The Anderson Natural Gas Company has 
formally signified its acceptance of the provi-~ 
sions of the ordinance reguiating the introduc- 
tion of natural gas into Indianapolis, and will, 
if the vitizens warrant it sufficient support, be- 
gin atonce piping the streets. The company 
claims to have ® supply of 2C,000,000 feet daily 
now secured, and promises to sink eight addi- 
tional wells when customers for the gas are on 
their books.

An exhibition of illuminants and naphtha 
products was opened at St. Petersburg on Au- 
gust 27. Several prizes are offered, open to 
foreigners as wellas Russians, Two rewards are 
offered by the Ministry of Imperial Domuins, 
one of 2,500 roubles for a cheap lamp of simple 
construction, in which the heavy unrefined 
naphtha oll could be burned and which might 
he used in the poorer villages, and one of 1,000 
roubles fora lamp ot better construction to 
burn the same oil. The Ministry of War offers 
three prizes of 500 roubles each—the first for a 
stove for room-heating, in which naphtha 
refuse could be burned; the second for a use- 
ful but cheap galvanic ba'tery for electric 
lighting; and the third for phosphoric sud- 
stances to be used in illuminating. The exhi- 
bition remains open until Nov. 15. 


It is reported that a New Brunswick, N, J., 
man has completed a little engine no bigger 
than a base burning stove, with a 10-horee 
power capacity. By an ingenious device oil 
and air generate a vapor which finds place in& 
chamber. When the gas vapor ignited it 
gives motion to the piston, and without any 
further attention the engine will run until stop- 
ped. The cylinders, of which there are two, 
are small arrangements, but of wonderful 
strength. The motive power is obtained by the 
use of crude petroleum and compressed air.

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Customs Undervaluations in New 
York, 

The fact that extensive undervaluation has 
been carried on at New York for years is noto- 
rious, and other ports in this country have 
suffered in their foreign commerce in conse- 
quence. It bas been a most noticeable fact and 
a matter of grievance to importersin other cit- 
ies that goods should be landed in New York at 
cheaper figures than in those cities and when 
the cause was asked it was found the goods 
were entered at lower figures and that the du- 
ties charged were considerably lower. 

The question naturally arises how wa3 this 
possible, or why wasit allowed? The rates of 
duty are equal at all the ports, but by different 
or looser interpretations, by the recognition of 
standards of value abroad, which were lower 
than those recognized at other perts, the ap- 
praisers’ office at New York has unqtestion- 
ably been a powerful aid in undervalvations: 
It is the belief of merchants in other cities that 
some of the New York appraisers have been 
hand and glove with importers who have been 
swindling the Government. 


It is a fact that the appraisersat New York, 
in the early days of the present administration, 
when their attention was called to the strong 
and wide spread belief that much undervalua- 
tion was going on at that point, declared that 
there was no proof in this popular impression. 
It is also a fact that when theattention of those 
officers was again called to the matter from 
Washington in such an emphatic manner as to 
show that the higher customs authorities meant 
business, the New York appraisers bestirred 
themselves and discovered something. Our 
esteemed contemporary,the OIL, PAINT AND 
DRUG REPORTER, feels badly because the Com- 
merciu Bulletin exp essed the generally pre- 
valent belief that there was something wrong 
in the New York appraisers’ office. It would 
appear that higher cfficialsinthe treasury de- 
partment had the same idea. 


The co-operation of the New York appraisers 
office in the movement to check undervalua- 
tion was obtained not through a sentiment of 
duty or upon the asking. Onthe contrary they 
denied that undervsluation existed and only 
co-operated in a movement to suppreesit when 
they received an order from Washington, prac- 
tically commanding them to do so and leaving 
on their mind the very disagreeable impression 
that there might be some removalsif they did 
not. Their action was not calculated to im- 
press the outside mercanti!e world with the 
belief that the New York appraisers were 
deeply interested in checking undervaluations, 
In fact the exact contrary was, and is, believed. 
- Boston Bulletin. 
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Sale of the Clark & Warren Oil Works. 


Telegrams in the city papers on Saturday an- 
nounced the sale of the entire refining plant of 
the Ciark & Warren Co., at Corry, Pa., to Mr. 
F. E. Mulkie, forme: cashier of the First Na- 
tional Bank of that place, and aiso stated that 
the bank had closed its doors on account of im- 
paired capital. The announcement caused 
considerable surprise in the trade here and in 
the oil regions, and the matter was freely dis- 
cussed in oil circles every where, but as no par- 
ticulara were given curiosity was aroused as to 
the cause. 

Having heard on Monday that Mr. M. H. 
Warren was in the city, a representative of the 
REPORTER called at the Astor House where he 
was stopping, and had the pleasure of not only 
greeting Mr. Warren, but also Mr. Mulkie who 
accompanied him from Corry. The whole mat- 
ter was discussed from beginning to end and 
Mr. Warren did not hesitate to express himself 
fully, while Mr. Mulkie was a patient listener. 
In answer to various iaterrogatories Mr. War- 
ren said: 

“For some time back I have been so worn 
out by work and the cares of business, that rest 
became absolutely necessary. As you know, I 
became interested in the Keystone Refinery of 
Oil City, superintended its construction this 
summer and acted as general manager of the 
reflaing department, in addition to my business 
in Corry. The Keystone has a capacity of 800 
barrels of crude per day. Then there isthe 
new gasolene plant of the Keystone which I 
built and it has a large capacity for naphtha. 
To manage the manufacture and market the 
Products of boththe Corry and Oil City Works 
isa big task for one manand I had to seek a 
change. Having found # chance to sell out at 
a fair price to Mr. Mulkie, I took advantage of 
the opportunity and the Corry plant now be- 
longs to him, besides one-half interest in the 
Pennsylvania Oil Co., of New York, for ali of 


which he agreed to pay $130,000. Of this amount 
he assumes liabilities and pays cash of $77.000 
and gives a mortgage of $53,000 for the balance. 
He took charge of the business on September 
14 and immediately re-engagedthe superin- 
tendent and his full force of workmen under 
contract, so that the business will continue as 
usual, Able oil men are laboring with Mr. 
Mulkie. He was cashier of the First National 
Bank of Corry until September 13 when he re- 
signed to give attention to his new interests. 
The sale had nothing to do with the business of 
the bank. No one else has anything to do with 
the transaction but Mr. Mulkie. He had been 
talking for the last twelve months of buying an 
interestin the worke; he wanted to make an 
investment and having watched the progress 
of our business ever since it was started, he 
put his money in it at last and is satisfied with 
the purchase. He was instrumental in having 
the works located where they are, as he 
recommended the plot of ground now occu- 
pied, when we were looking for a site in 1880. 
The closing of the bank was unexpected. It 
is a great mistake, as there is no greater 
necessity for its suspension now than existed 
one year ago. During the past three years I 
have borrowed from the bank on personal ac- 
count from $10,000 to $23,000 and for which the 
bank is secured to the amount of $51,000. The 
loan isless now than it was on January 20, 
and has been frequently referred to at the 
meetings of the board by the president and 
directors of the bank.

Adulteration of Drugs in London. 


The Local Government Board, says the Lon- 
don Chemist and Druggist, in their annual re- 
port just published, deal, as usual, with the 
reports of the public analysts furnished to 
them. We have before pointed out, and we 
have expressly directed the attention of the 
officials to the slovenly manner in which they 
check,the work done under the Act. For years 
past they have taken the reports of the anal- 
yste, stating simply the number of samples 
analyzed and the proportion found adulterated, 
put the whole into a table, and then some 
Whitehall statistician has deduced the relative 
honesty of the different classes of tradesmen 
attacked. No consideration of the fact that 
suspected samples chiefly have been tested, no 
indications of the character of the adultera- 
tion, and, above all,no proof of the analysts’ 
accuracy have been given alung with these 
tables. We have, indeed, traced instances 
where analysts’ charges which have been com- 
pletely refuted in courts of justice have reap- 
peared in these perfunctory official reports. 
Some little respect for our ret.onstrances seems 
to have been paid by the Board this year, but 
it is limited to the insertion of the following 
Paragraph. The Board say:

ings were instituted, whilst in some instances 
the prosecution failed because it was shown 
that due notification of admixture had been 
given by the vendor. The reports which we 
receive, being copies of those made by the pub- 
lic analysts to the authorities under whom they 
act, a8 a general rule merely specify the results 
of each analysis made by them, and present no 
particulars as to any legal proceedings subse- 
quently taken against the vendors. We have 
no means, therefore, of ascertaining in how 
many cases the analyst’s report of adulteration 
was followed by a prosecution, but if we gen- 
eralize from the limited information in our 
possession on this subject, we may perhaps 
roughly estimate that the number of convic- 
tions was at any rate less than half that of the 
number of samples reported against,” 

Respecting the adulteration of drugs, the 
Board write as follows: 


“The number of samples of drugs procured 
for analysis might, as it seems to us, be in- 
creased with advantage, considering the great 
importance to the public health of pure medi- 
cines. Only 435 samples were examined during 
1886, and of these forty-seven were found adul- 
terated, more than half being samples of sweet 
spirits of niter. In; a! few cases prescriptions 
were made up with serious inaccuracies. In 
one instance 20 per cent. less than the pre~ 
scribed quantity of iodide of potassium was 
supplied; in another, where a number of pow- 
de-s was prescribed, each to contain 4 grains 
of a particular drug, the weight varied from 1 
grain to rather less than 644 grains; in another 
case pills were made up which according to 
the prescription should have contained a 4 
grain of extract of nux vomicaand 2% grains 
of extract of gentian, but upon analysis it was 
found that the relative proportions of nux 


have produced fatal results.’ ”’

An Open Letter to Proprietors. 
PHILALELPHIA, Sept. 15, 1887. 


At the meeting of the N. W. D. A. held in the 
city of Boston, August 23d, 24th and 25th, in 
considering the report of the Committee on 
Proprietary Goods the recommendations em- 
bodied in the following resolutions were heart- 
ily and unanimously adopted, viz: 

Reso've?, That itis the duty cf the members 
of Luis assuciation to recognize the validity of 
the trade marks of proprieto:s and to discour- 
age the sale of such goods as may be fairly 
considered infriogemente, 

Resolved, That the Association of Proprietors 
be requested to appoint a committee whose 
duty it shall be to investigate alleged infringe- 
meuts of established proprietary rights by the 
simulation of goods or otherwise, and thata 
sub-committee of three of the Committee on 
Proprietary Articles of this association be ap- 
pointed to act witb them. 

Resolved, That shouid this joint committee be 
Ot che opinion thatsuch aliegativns of infringe- 
ments or simulation be sustained, then this 
association pledges ite members to cease to 
handle those gocds that are said to be infringe- 
ments or simulations, 

Re-olved, That any member of this association 
who knowingly supplies contrac® goods to a 
dealer whose orders have been declined by pro- 
prietors at the request of the proprietary com- 
mittee of this association, is guilty of violating 
the spirit of his contract, and that any member 
or firm so offending shail be expelicd from the 
ase ciation, 

Re-olved, That this association condemns the 
divi-ion of proprietasy quantities of rebate 
goods, a8 a Viviation of an important provision 
ot the contract, believing that the practice 
tends to a disintegration of the system. 

Resolved, That this association heartily ap- 
proves aad indorses the action of proprietors 
in decl:nlug to fill the orders of any tirm who 
will Knowingly violate the terms of their con- 
tract. 

In undertaking the duties’ devolving upon 
the chuirman of this committee for the ensuing 
year, I desire to call the attention of our mem- 
bers as wellas those proprietors selling their 
goods under the contract system who may not 
belong to our association, to the above resolu- 
tions. I need, and hereby earnest'y invoke,the 
active assistance of both classes to enable me 
to successfully continue the work so well begun 
and prosecuted by my predecessors, While it 
was plainiy evident at the Boston meeting that 
both dealers and proprietors are determined 
that the contract system must and shall be 
maintained, the feeling in its favor being now 
stronger than ever before in its history, it 
must not be forgotten that we have not yet 
successfully passed the crisis threatening its 
future existence.

The aggregate annual catch ranges from 
1,750,000 to 2,250,0'0 barrels of fish. 

Menhaden continue to draw the northern line 
of migration at Cape Cod, seldom being found 
north of there. The catch of the past season 
has been an average one, and mostly caught 
from Narraganset bay along Long Island sound 
to Cape Delaware, with a less amount cff the 
more southern coast. The fish have at times 
been seen in immense bodies, then searched for 
in vain for some time, again reappearing in 
small bodies and again in large numbers, the 
catch being very uneven. With an average 
catch the season has not been a profitable one, 
oil and scrap having been lower than for many 
years. The large importation from France and 
England at a very Jow duty, of degras, which 
is said to bea very inferior substitute for oil, 
and nitrate of soda from South America asa 
substitute for fish guano, i3 seriously injuring 
this valuable home industry. The menhaden 
association ask for a reasonable duty on such 
importations as now threaten the existence of 
this important branch of the fisheries.

Prohibiting Manufacture of Alcohol 


for Export. 


An important decision has been rendered by 
the Supreme Court of Iowa in the case of Pier- 
son et al. ve. The International Distillery. The 
case arose on an appieation to enjoin the 
mannfacture of spirits on the ground that the 
product, which was all sent beyond the limits 
of Towa, was used for purposes other than 
those permitted by the Iowa statutee. The de- 
fendant set up a permit granted by the county 
supervisors and also a claim of right under the 
federal Constitution to manufacture for ex- 
port. The court decided in favor of the issue 
of the injunction prayed for. The court took 
tha view that comity between the States war- 
ranted it in construing the police power of 
lowa as competent to prevent its citizens, to as 
great an extent os possible, from “pandering 


position would be _ greatly strengthened 
by having euch articles withdrawn from 
a system, the provisions of which they appear 
unwilling to insist upon when brought toa 
test like tho present. I would again ask pro- 
prietors of the former class to scrutinize care- 
fully orders coming from unusual sources for 
unusual quantities before filling, lest the goods 
shipped on such orders may reach parties un- 
willing to sign or keep their contracts. I would 
also thank those who are tendered such orders 
to advise me promptly, as it may aid me to per- 
form the duties imported upon me under the 
fourth resolution. 

I desire to call the attention of my fel'ow 
members on the active list to this and the fifth 
resolution above quoted. I venture the pre- 
diction that the firm now in open warfare 
against the contract system cannot continue 
its peculiar mode of business for any length of 
time if the supplies of rebate goods will be re- 
fused in all cases by those who favor the sys- 
tem, and all reputable jobbers wlll agree that 
our list of membership should be purged of 
those who play us false in this crisis. If the 
contract plan is ever overthrown a condition of 
affaires will result in our business that thore who 
may be lukewarm or carviess in heeding its 
conditions had better seriously consider ere It 
be too late. Even the firm now resisting its re- 
strictions would, I predict, find its business so 
unproftable, if its efforts were successful, that 
it wou! aak for a restoration of it very soon. 
May I not then confidently hope to bave your 
active, energetic co operation so the present 
state of affairs may be promptly and effectu-

The pure starch remaining in the separators 
is now taken out in blocks and Placed on trays 
for about twelve hours, to drain and harden. 
It is then broken into small pieces and taken 
to the dry house, where it is air dried. This 
house is open on all sides, but is surrounded 
with wire netting to keep ont the birds. Inside 
tke dry house are a series of wire shelves over 
large, shallow wooden trays. The top shelf is 
made of very open wire, the next is closer, and 
so on, the lowest being the closest, The wet 
lumps of starch are placed side by side on the 
top shelf, where they remain until by the ac- 
tion of the air the lumps break up and fall 
through to the next shelf. In time the whole 
fails through to the lowest shelf, when it is in a 
fine granular state and ready for packing. In 
this state it contains from 14 to 17 per cent of 
water. The crop in St. Vincent lasts from Oc- 
tober to May. 


In some respects. arrowroot starch is supe- 
rior to any other. It swells much more readily 
and with less heat than corn, rice, or wheat 
starch, and forms a stiffer jelly, It is conse- 
quently very valuable tor sizing and laundry 
purposes. For powder for the skin, arrowroot 
starch is excellent, being both simple and safe. 
Owing to the high price of arrowroot, it issub- 
ject to adulteration by means of cheaper 
starches. Asthe adulteration can only be de- 
tected by the microscope, few can make the 
test, and hence there is little chance to detect 
the fraud. 

Statistics of the production of arrowroot are 
somewhat indefinite, Bermuda produces from 
500 to 700 kegs; Natal produces some 2000 to 
3.000 cases, and St. Vincent 23,000 barrels. Of 
this amount 20,000 barrels goto England, the 
balance to this country, We append an analy- 
sis of arrowroot starch:

Arrowroot Starch. 


In an editorial upon the above subject, the 
St. Louis Grocer says: 

A great many piants contain starch in their 
fruit, stem, or root, but in no plant is starch 
found in greater purity than in the arrowroot. 
The root of this plant is used to some extent 
in feeding cattle, but its chief value is in the 
production of starch. The plant isa native of 
the tropice, and in its cultivation the island of 
St Vincent, in the West Indies, takes the lead. 
Arrowroot is also grown to some extent in 
Natal, India, Fiji, and Queensland. At one 
time the Bermudas furnished a considerable

When American lard is cheap it is preferred 
to the Brazilian article, and also substitutes to 
a certain extent toucinbo, or salt pork of this 
country, which is much used in seasoning 
food. The recorded receipts of Brazilian lard 
in this market during the year 1886 were 2,427,- 
409 pounds, and those of toucinho 7,461,254 
pounds, 


the roots given a second washing. At one 
time it was the practice to pare the roots with 
german-silver knives; whiter starch wus thus 
produced, but the expense was too great. The 
roots are prepared by feeding them against a 
fine saw grater, very similar to a potato grater. 
On account of the fibrous nature of the pulp 
there is considerable difficulty in the sieving or 
separating of the starci: fromit. The fibers 
gather into lumps and enclose the starch, eo 
that hard sieving bas to be resorted to. 

From these strainers the water charged with 
starch flows through a series of brass wire 
sieves of forty, eighty, and 100 meshes; each of 
these retains small bits of unpulped root. 
From the last sieve the water runs into settling 
cisterns, lined with white glazed tiles to avoid 
accumulation of slime. After the starch has 
settled in the cistern, the water is run off and 
more added, the whole being stirred up and 
again allowed to settle. This generally is 
enough to dissolve out the soluble material. 
At night the cisterns are agrin drained and the

But there is really no occasion for surprise, 
New ideas are coming into play,and inthe 
keen race for commercial supremaey in which 
all the leading civilized nations are now en- 
gaged sad havoc is made with some old tradi. 
tions and oli methods which are supposed to 
stand in the way; andin this work of demoli- 
tion, so to speak, the Teutons have taken the 
lead. Asan illustration of what is meant, we 
may refer to their gradual secularization of 
Sunday and the utilization thereof in widening 
the area of their productive industries. On this 
point we published the other day some facts 
from official sources which have deservedly at- 
tracted much attention, and have set even our 
own people thinking. The thing is not con- 
templated simply as an experiment; it is al- 
ready an accomplished fact. Throughout Sax- 
ony, we are told, **Sunday labor has become 
usual in most factories and workshops solely 
under the stress of competition, so that the 
hours of divine service are now alone exclud- 
ed,and these only from absolute necessity.” 
Furthermore, Sunday labor has become “a 
principle with many employers; while in a 
number of cases the journeyman or operative 
seeking an engagement must bind himself to 
work on Sunday, and “if the workman refused 
to work on Sunday, reprisals on the part of 
the employer would be the inevitable result; 
and this isso even in spite of the legal restric- 
tions of work on Sundays and festivas.’”’ The 
German has planted himself in Buenos Ayres, 
Montevideo, in Chili, Peru, Central America, 
the Brazils, and he is even jostling us as well as 
the British in Mexico. A day ortwo ago Con- 
sul Dupre,at San Salvador,sent to the State De- 
partment a complaint that the products of 
American toil,skill and industry are being sup- 
planted there by German goods.

In comparison with what should be our trade 
with this country there is nothing imported 
fromthe United States but what cannot be 
well purchased in any other country. The 
Colombians import from the United States pro- 
duce and inanufactures to the value of several 
millions of dollars, but if our manufacturers 
and exporters do not keep wids awake and ex- 
hibit more energy than heretofore they will 
see nearly all of the trade slipping from their 
hands, and will make it only the more diflicult 
for their sons to set about the task of recover- 
ing it. Great Britain, France, Germany, Bel- 
gium and Spain are proceeding in a most prac- 
tical manner to retain their present control of 
the trade of Colombia, and I may with reason 
add, all the other Spanish-American nations. 
They m+y quarrel among themcelvesg, but there 
is an unanimity of sentiment and feeling when 
the commercial possibilities of the United 
States in connection with this trade are taken 
into consideration. They are increasing the 
numter of vessels in the lines of steamers al- 
ready in operation, and are establishing new 
lines, heavily subsidizing them. 

Possessing, apparently, far more foresight 
than the Americans, the Europeans are view- 
ing with grave apprehension that the United 
States are inevitably destined to become their 
formidable rivals, and realizing this, are tak- 
ing the necessary steps to avert this destined 
competition. 

Another American is putting up a soap fac- 
tory in this city for a Colombian capitalist, 
and soap imported from the United States will 
soon cease to be known.

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Trade and Tariff Charges in Brazil. 


REPORT OF CONSUL-GENERAL ARMSTRONG, 


The import duties, with the addition of the 
percentage of 60 per cent. and the surtax of 5 
per cent. nominally vary from 16's to 67°2 per 


cent. In many instances, bowever, these 
duties are really much heav) , asis the case 
for example with kerosene o , which, as I 


stated in a previous report, pays 83 per cent., 
although nominally the duty is only 30 per 
cent. There are some otber goods which pay 
150 per cent, of their value, 

Besides, there are other custom-bouse charges 
on goods introduced into the country, such as 
those for handlipg and storage, and a tax 
called “expediente,”’ of 5 per cent. on some 
classes of goods nowinally free from duty. 
The custom-house storage charges, which were 
elevated in 1882, are now as follows: If the 
merchandise does not remain in the custom 
house more than one month, it pays one-half 
of 1 per cent. on the amount of duties; if it re- 
mains two months, it pays 1% per cent. per 
month; if it remains four months or upwards, 
it pays 2 per cent. per month. In computing 
the charges, a fraction of a month, even if it be 
but one day, is considered a full month, The 
export duties are from 1 to9 percent. Exports 
pay, also, duties to the provincial governments, 
which, indeed, have even imposed import 
duties, thus raising questions which are atill 
unsettled. In a future report I shall treat of 
provincial taxes, some of which seem very ex- 
orbitant, although the amount of revenue de- 








rived from them is not large. The aggregate 
annual revenue of Brazil amounts to only about 
$15,000,000 or $16,000,000. 

Trade during the past year has in some re- 
spects been favored. Two loans made on very 
favorable terms by the Government enabled it 
to consolidate part cf its floating debt and to 
keep out of the money market, where it has 
for many years exercised a most baneful in- 
fluence by absorbing floating capital, which 
would otherwise have been employed in benefit 
of trade and industry. 


Exchange, whose fluctuations are so injuri- 
ous to trade, has this year been favorable, the 
value of the paper milreis having gradually 
risen from 17}4d to 2234d. This has enabled 
many importers to liquidate with a profit 
transactions in which they would have other- 
wise lost money, increasing at the same time 
the profits on transactions that were already 
advantageous. 


The total foreign and coast trade of Brazil 
now averages about $230,000,000 per annum. 
Tat of Rio de Janeiro amounts to about 
$ 100,000,000. 


It must be remembered that the official value 
of the imports may vary widely from their real 
value. The official valuation of a given quan- 
tity of merchandise of any kind does not cor- 
respond to the market prices, and changes only 
whenever the tariff is revised. This results 
from considering the specific duties collected 
by the custom house as a certain percentage of 
the respective value, 

To make clearer what I have just stated I 
will give an illustration. As mentioned in my 
last annual report, the price of kerosene oil in 
first hands varied in this market in 188 from 
$2 36 to $296 per case of ten gallons. Its 
value, then, before payment of the duty of 
$1.06 per case, is from $1 30 to $190. The duty, 
which is specific, is supposed to correspond to 
30 per cent. of the vaiue of the article, or, in- 
cluding the additional duty, 48 per cent. The 
official value, then, of a case of kerosene was 
$2 20, while the real value never exceeded $1 90, 
and was sometimes as low as $1 30.

Development of Commercial Relations 
Between Brazil and the United 
States. 


BY CONSUL GENERAL ARMSTRONG, 

The necessity of finding outlets for our sur- 
plus products seems to be generally acknowl- 
edged. 

Of all American nations Brazil is undoubted- 
ly, next to the United States, the most import- 
ant, and is, therefore, the one with which we 
should most sedulously endeavor to develop 
commercial relations. 

It is true, as I Lave taken some pains'to show, 
that the present financial condition of the 
Empire is not encouraging, and that trade is 
necessarily affected thereby. But this does 
not alter the essential facts that, notwithstand- 
ing the financial embarrassment of the coun- 
try, its foreign trade amounts to nearly. $180,- 
000,000 per annum; that it ships to us annually 
products to the amount of over $40,000,000, aad 
that it will probably purchase American mer- 
chandise to the same amount if we succeed 
(and with proper effort and energy I feel sure 
we will), in convincing the Brazilian that we 
can £ell to him on more favorable terms than 
the nations of Europe are now doing. Itseems 
to me, then, that in view of the very large 
amount of Brazilian products exported to the 
United States, and the comparatively small 
amount sold by usto this Empire, we should 
make some positive and systematic effort to 
obtain a larger share of Brazil’s import trade 
than we now possess, always bearing in mind 
in this matter that it is necessary that our ef- 
forts should be cautiousjas well as earnest, vig- 
orous and persistent. 

The obstacles to a more rapid development 
of our commercial relations with Brazil are 
certainly formidable, but by such efforts they 
can. and no doubt will, be overcome, and, in 
my opinion, it is worth our while to make 
them. The European dealers and manufactur- 
ers have at present largely the control and 
possession of this market, and a thousand and 
one circumstances of which the outsider can 
form no adequate conception makes it ex- 
tremely difficult to contend successfully with 
this influence. 

It is, I believe, generally admitted that one 
of the principal and most essential requisites 
for the development of trade between the Uni- 
ted States and Brazil is rapid, frequent, punc- 
tual, and cheap steam communication. 
“Stearnship lines,” say (truthfully, as far as my 
observation extends) commissioners Thacher 
and Curtis in their final report,*‘carrying goods 
and passengers at low rates from our ports are 
the talisman to the desired end. Without 
them efforts for increased trade are nearly all 
thrown away.” 

It is, therefore, in my judgment, not only ex- 
pedient to render still more efficient the pros- 
entline of steamers nuw running between 
New York and the principal ports of this Em- 
pire, but also to establish a line between those 
ports and New Orleans. 

Fully impressed with this conviction, I have 
exerted myselt to promote the realization of 
the idea. To this end, I have discussed the 
matter with some of the capitalists of this city, 
end was gratified to receive from them asgur- 
: neces of their willingness to co- operate. 

While on @ visit last year to the United States, 
‘vith @ view to interesting our people in this 
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matter, and in the hope that it might lead to 
some definite and positive action on the sub- 
ject, I visited Mobile snd New Orleans,met and 
discussed this project with the chamber of 
commerce of the former city, and the cotton 
and produce exchanges of the latter. Commit- 
tees were apointed by each of these bodies to 
consider and report upon the matter, but, as 
yet, I am not advised’as to what has been‘done. 
In my opinion the two lines are absolutely nec- 
essary for the full dcvelopment of our com- 
mercial relations with this Empire, and need 
in no way conflict, but in many respects} could 
and no doubt would be beneficial to each other, 
Te 


Galician Petroleum I ndustry, 


Although petroleum was known and used in 
Galicia much earlier than in the United States, 
and the petroleum fields always offered & cer- 
tain and profitable yield, it is remarkable that 
only during the last four years a rational 
method of utilizing these exceedingly rich pe- 
troleum fields has been sttempted. The Aus- 
trian government has done its utmost to assist 
the industry by a protective tariff, &c., but for 
ali this there were neither foreign investors 
nor capitalists who would give their attention 
to this terra incognita. Only a few Polish 
property owners and smal! speculators took 
the oil from shafts and wells sunk on their 
property, and as long as high prices ruled, one 
or the other accumulated wealth by so doing. 
Israelite merchants refined the oil in about 50 
larger or smaller works, and many of them 
also became very wealthy. Austria’s con- 
sumption is now more than 1,600,000 barrels 
per year. Last year Galicia supplied about 
one-half the crude material furnished to Aus- 
tro-Hungarian refineries, which with a total 
production of two and one-quarter million 
ewt. of refined petroleum, have paid the State 
a tax of 7,250,000 florins, The remainder of the 
crude oil and the balance of refined oll re- 
quired for consumption, is imported from 
Russia, while America is almost excluded from 
the market. 


Galicia owes its present importance as a pro- 
ducing country, to the introduction of the 
Cenadian boring system by Bergheim & Mac- 
garvey. This firm has in the short timeof four 
years bored nearly 200 wells in West and East 
Galicia, along the Corpathian mountains toa 
depth of 200 to 350m., and nearly all wells give 
oil. Among them are a few flowing wells, giv- 
ing 100 to 150 barrels per day. Bergheim & 
Macgarvey, at the present time produce about 
one-half of the crude petroleum supplied by 
Galicia, and if they continue to work at the 
present rate, there can be no doubt, that ina 
few years, the Austrian supply of petroleum 
will not only be sufficient to supply its own de- 
mand, but will be able to export, specially 
heavy machine oils. There will also be suffi- 
cient refineries, as soon as two works, which 
are in course of erection, will be completed, one 
for Count Larisch at Olderbera and an- 
other for Bergheim & Macgarvey at 
Tagorzany. It is expected, that both 
works, which have a capacity of 1,000 
barrels per day, will be completed this 
winter. The present price of crude 0!1is about 
3 fl. per 100 kilo., or £44 fl. per barrel—Han- 
noverscher Courier. 
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Good Petroleum in England. 


It is satisfactory to note what a high charac- 
ter for excellence the petroleum obtains which 
finds its way into the London markets. In 
London, excluding the city, the Metropolitan 
Board of Works is the “local authority” under 
the Petrcleum Acta of 187land 1899, and under 
the more recent Petroleum Hawkers Act, 
which regulates the sale of oil by itinerant 
dealers in the streets. In the last report of this 
local authority we read: “Only petroleum 
spirit (benzoline) and the naphtha distilled 
from coal tar come within the operation of 
the Acts; ordinary petroleum oil, which is 
80 largely used for lamps, isexempt. Petro- 
leum oil of inferior quality, however, give of 
an inflamable vapor at a temperature below 
the standard, and in that case would be petro- 
leum to which the acts apply. With a view to 
prevent the importation and general use of 
this more dangerous oil, the Board has caused 
the stocks at the several London petroleum 
wharves to be constantly sampled and tested. 
The effect of this constant examination has 
been to keep the more dangerous oils out of the 
London market; and the petroleum oil landed 
from ships in the Thames is generally of a 
higher quality than any landed in European 
ports.” We wish we could congratulate the 
Legislature and the authorities as highly upon 
their uniform treatment of those who store 
and sell petroleum. In various parts of the 
country this treatment varies, as we had occa- 
sion to point out only a few months 
ago. Under the Petroleum Act, 1871, 
petroleum and other similar oils which 
give off inflammable vapor, below a certain 
temperature are only to be kept or sold witha 
license from the local authority. Regulations 
are made respecting the conveyance and stor- 
age of petroleum, and there are provisions for 
the testing of the oils and for penalties in case 
of contravention of the statute. In the coun- 
try the various local authorities administer (?) 
the Acts, and apparently have various ways 
of interpreting them. Of courseit would be il- 
legal to keep petroleum which flashed at 73 deg 
or less without a license, but needless hardship 
is sometimes caused to the members of & useful 





and important industry by the conditions which 
the local authority in its wisdom and judgment 
likes to impose, even in regard to the storage 
and sale of the superior otls.—London Grocer. 
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Petroleum in the United Kingdom. 
REPORT OF CONSUL LATHROP, 


Petroleum was imported into the United 
Kingdom in 1886 to the extent of 1,250,000 bar- 
rels, of which 120,000 came to Bristol. Last 
year the Russian opposition menaced our Eng- 
lish market, but during 1886 the Baku product 
has been out of the field; though to keep it out 
prices ranged unusually low during the year, 
though in December they recovered to 14cents 
per gallon. It seems from what I can hear 
within the limits of my district, that the ques- 
tion as to whether it shall be Russian or Amer- 
ican petroleum is entirely or almost entirely a 
question as to price. Though the oils appear 
to differ somewhat in their attributes, yet what 
one lacks in one respect appears to be compen- 
sated by some advantage in another respect. 
We have the contrcl of the trade and a reputa- 
tion for our brands, and the Russians must 
give decided advantage as to price to overcome 
these; and it is doubtful if they could do this, 
with the wasteful methods in vogue at Ba- 
toum, even if the American refiners were 
supine during the contest, which is rather far 
from likely. Russian petroleum would prob- 
ably not have been seen on the British market 
in 1885 had it not been for the continued com- 
piaints from consumers as to the quality of the 
American oil. When the quality improved, 
the Russian oil was driven out of the market. 
A large dealer writes me: 

“In consequence of the American refiners 
having reverted to the satisfactory standard of 
quality which they formerly shipped, and 
which gave satisfaction in this market, the de- 
mand here for Russian has become very small 
and this will no doubt continue as long as the 
qnality of American is maintained.” 

Another very large firm of importers do not, 
I regret to say, speak 80 well of the quality of 
the oil, and they specify one cargo, “shipped 
under what are considered the most favorable 
climatic conditions, viz., in June,” in regard to 
which “much fault was found.” 

The petroleum tested during the year ending 
May 31, 1886, by the British Petroleum Agsocia- 
tion was almost entirely American. About 
2,000 samples flashed under 77 deg., while 914 
flashed at or above 77 deg. Of the high test the 
greatest number flashed about 107deg. Asto 
color, 57°6 per cent. were graded as standard 
white, 27°4 as prime white, 3°5 as superfine 
white, and 6°6 as water white. About 5 per 
cent. were inferior to standard white in color, 
but the inferior stuff was usually so distributed 
as to be within the proportion, and only about 
15,000 barrels out of 582,000 were certified as 
unayailable for tendering on contract. 

There seems to be imminent a change in 
methods of conveyarce, and tank-steamers 
will probably be more and more used. A con- 
siderable number are already in use by the 
Russians. Their employment will probably 
considerably reduce the cost of carriage not- 
withstanding that they must return in ballast. 
Their introduction bas met with disfavor in 
New York amongst a class whose labor in some 
degree they supplant, but the objections to 
them would apply to any new mechanism that 
saved labor, and itis to be hoped that if they 
are found to bea real advantage, their intro- 
duction will not be delayed even though it in- 
volve a considerable ehange in present proced- 
ure. The explosion at Liverpool within the 
past few days of a tank-steamer will probably 
be used throughout the world as a powerful 
argument against the system, but gross care- 
leasness existed here, and with reasonable pre- 
caution the accident would never bave hap- 


pened. 
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Petroleum in California, 


Oilis turned to 80 many uses nowadays that 
its importance cannot be too highly estimated. 
It has proved to be invaluable as a fuel. In 
the present high price of coal on this coast it is 
found to be an admirable substitute for that 
article, our manufacturers using it freely with 
most satisfactory results. The steam ferry 
steamers plying between San Francisco, Oak- 
land and Alameda find it advantageous to use 
oilin the place of coal. There are some very 
valuable oil wells in Southern California, princi- 
pal among which are those in Ventura county. 
Oil is capable of being piped to any distance. 
Though the oil industry in this county isina 
somewhat crude condition, there is sufficient 
indication that with proper development a 
good result could be obtained. Capitalists 
should find this a good field for investment. 

Professor Goodyear, who has been makiag an 
investigation along the coast of Southern Cal- 
ifornia ag to the oil producing chararter of the 
country, states that as far as he has been—from 
Puente to Wheeler Canyon—the daily outpnt is 
from 750 to 800 barrels. Puente produces about 
100 barrels of oil daily, and as new holes are be- 
ing drilled an increased yield may be looked 
for. Rio Canyon, near Newhall, is the next oil 
producing place after leaving Puente, and 
yiclds about 400 barrels daily. There are 
two oil producing wells on Tar Creek, one 
of them being a flowing weil, producing 
a rather dark-colored green oil. The other isa 
pumping well, producing astill darker green- 
ish brown oil, and somewhat heavier. These 
wells are now down about 200 feet, The Seepe 











Oil Co.,is now preparing to sink four otbe1 

wells. No. 3is down about 500 feet, and they 

expect to strike oil ata depth of 700 feet. The 

canyons are deep and the ridges very steep. In 

two other of the new wells derricks are erected, 
drilling commenced and the ground leveled. 
There are five pumping wells in Adams caynon 

producing 270 bbis. per day uf black oil, used 
principally for fuel purposes. On the hillside, 
1,800 feet northwest of this line of wells, there 
is one which produces a very light-colored ay- 
ple-green vil. Southwesterly, also high on the 
hill, they have commenced pumping a new 
well, the oil from which is of a considerably 
darker color than that of the green oil well. 
There is a large quantity of asphaitum and 
considerabl» surface seepage of petroleum 
near the wells, The old group of wells in San- 
ta Paula Canyon, which was located by Hon. 
Thomas Scott, in 1864, are pumping ten or 
twelve barrels daily. In the eastern end of the 
Ojai Valley there is another group of 
four or five wells, producing daily 
about nine barrels in the aggregate. 
There are large quantities of asphaitum 
on the eastern end of the valley, and also a few 
miles to the westward, along the northern flank 
of Sulphur mountain. The wells in the Wheeler 
canyon produce thirty gallons of oi!, of a green 
color, per day. There are three tunnels of 550, 
450 and and 350 feet respectively. ‘The oil here 
obtained is suitable for either illuminating or 
lubricating purposes. Cache canyon Is situated 
on the south side of the Sulphur mountain and 
is a portion of the Rancho Ojai. The weils 
here produce two barrels per day of green 
lubricating oil of the best quality. This can- 
yon is as yet in an undeveloped state, Prof, 
Goodyear, in conclusion, states that the pro- 
ductive wells of all these localities are about 
tweoty per cent. of the holessunk, There is 
everywhere more or less gas mixed with the oll 
from the wells, but the quantity of gas is not 
great anywhere. There is great activity 
throughout the oil belt, and everything indi- 
cates that this industry will hereafter develop 
rapidly. The oil from Puente and Ventura 
county is almost exclusively used for fuel, 
while most of that from Pico canyon goes to 
the Pacific O11 Com pany. The Mission Transfer 
Company areengaged in piping oi’,and have 
had tank cars built for the shipment of the 
same. They have just completed the laving of 
a four inch pipe to within two miles of 
Hueneme. A six inch pipe will be laid from 
Hueneme to the wharf,a distance 0 about a 
mile,—San Francisco Journal of Commerce.

Petroleum and Insurance. 


An erroneous Opinion has prevailed with un- 
derwriters, insurance and mercantile compan- 
ies, in reference to the supposed risk involved 
in the storageand manufacture of petroleum 
oils, sometimes subjecting the manufacturer 
and dealer to an extraordinary rate of insur- 
ance, assuming as a cause for this additional 
rate, that petroleum and its products are more 
liable to ignite from spontaneous combustion 
than those manufactured from animal and 
vegetable oils. This is not the case; on the 
contrary, fatty oils are much more dangerous, 
while petroleum lubricating oils are really the 
only safe ones. The evidence is so positive in 
itg character and coming from such various 
and responsible sources, it must be accepted as 
a cunclusive fact that most of the oils of ani- 
mal or vegetable origin are productive of 
spontrneous combustion, while it is impossible 
to cause spontaneous combustion with any 
petroleum oils, especially for purposes of lu- 
brication. Where metal is working upon 
metal, it was always considered that sperm oll 
was the best, lard oil second, neats- 
foot oll third, and tallow fourth. And 
the best grade of animal oil is that which 
contains the least stearine and no free acid. 
But now petroleura heads the list, and consist- 
ing of hydrogen and carbon, is eminently fitted 
for lubrication as it contains none of the de- 
stroying element, oxygen. ‘he average qual- 
ity of petroleum oils has been much improved 
of late years, partly for the reason that con~- 
sumers have exacted a better article, and partly 
because of the competition of dea‘ers, who have 
marketed their oils on their merits. It is, we 
think. not too much to hope for that, withia 
the next five years, or even less, the qualities of 
pure petroleum lubricating oils may be so far 
improved that, with improvements in the shaft- 
bearings of machinery, and some provisions 
against accidental over-heatiog, all lubrication 
may be possible with petroleum alone. Use as 
little animal oil as possible, on accouat of its 
high cost, waste by careless handling, its active 
acid qualities, and its tendency togum, The 
gumwming of aoimal oils exists independentiy 
of the active acid principle, and ig the result 
of oxidizing. Petroleum oils have no active 
principle to neutralize the acid of animal oils. 
Petroleum cylinder oils, 60 made that they 
will dothe best work in apy or all engines, 
are the result of much scientific and practical 
study, and the processes of their manufacture 
are very complicated. They contain no acid 
and cannot develop any by beat or work, Thus 
we find petroleum lubricating oils have pecu- 


liar and distinctive qualities to recommend 
them—great beat-resisting power, freedum 
from all acid qualitics, freedom from 
all tendency to guia, their remarkatl; 
property of spreading vn heated surfaces, aud 
therefore, free from spontaneous cor bustion 


It jg really amusing, and astonishing !y 80, . 
find the amount of dread nearly all tae /neure 
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ance companies have of taking any risk on re- 
finery property here in Petrolia, or even an ac- 
cident policy on those working or engaged in 
the oil business here, and only lately we hear 
of alarge woolen mill baving to return to the 
manufacturers, or in default a cancellation of 
policies, a quantity of olean or wool oil made 
from pure petroleum, the reason assigned by 
the insurance oompany being that of fear of 
spontaneous combustion: Now, what we have 
mentioned above as to petroleum vs, vegetable 
oil are facts pure and simple, and we would 
consider it good paying policy on the part of 
the insurance world to look into this matter 
more fully.—Pe rolea Topic.

liow todo Business in Canada—Gen- 


eral Hints, 


REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT WASHINGTON 
OF LONDON, ONT. 


The proximity of this market to our own and 
the similarity of its demands make it rather a 
home than a foreign trade, bence it deserves 
more attention than any other outside market 
we sell to, and moreover its credit is better, 
payments more prompt and certain and more 
easily looked after than any other we deal 
with. 

When it is contended that in sixteen hours 
and fora lessnumber of dollars a salesman 
can reach this city from New York, it is rather 
astonishing more do not come, And, more- 
over, all large New York houses have Western 
travelers, who, in going to their territory, can 
make as quick arun from New York to Chi- 
cago via this place and by stopping three days 
in Canada can make Toronto, Hamilton and 
London, which rank after Montreal in Canada 
as do Philadelphia, Boston, and Baltimore after 
New York in the United States. 

I am aware there is a prejudice against this 
on account of trouble with Canadian custome, 
but if our merchants will send only piece sum- 
ples that are not marketable they will have no 
trouble; or, if whole ones, let them pay duty, 
as they can easily dispose of them to the retail 
dealers and get out whole; that is, if they do 
not desire the trouble of bonding them, 

Many American firms send men here either 
too late or too early in the season to secure the 
trade seoming to thiak that when their travel- 
ers have nothing to do at home, or their sea- 
son being over, they might as we.1 send them to 
Canada. [hisisagreat mistake. It must be 
remembered that in Ontario the season and 
climate correspond with Michigan and New 
England, and the time to strike the market is 
about the same time as the corresponding sea- 
son just across the border. 

Travelers sent here out of season can do no 
business, and they return home and report no 
orders, say there isno trade to be done, and 
give the market a bad reputation most un- 
deservedly: this is just as it would be if a home 
market were worked out of season. Some 
merchants also seem to think that any kind of 
men will do for Canada, and consequently send 
young men here, mere boys. with loose habits, 
who cannot do any business at home or any- 
where else on account of lack of ability, lazi- 
nes’, and want of fitness for the position and 
business. 

Instead of doing this in a market where com- 
petition is close and keen, worked with first- 
class men from England always around and 
ready for an opening, they should send our 
best informed men and our best salesmen to 
meet and cope with them. And it is a fact I 
have noted that the young and worthless com- 
mercial travelers are always complaining of 
bad business, whereas the old, energetic busi- 
ness men seldom fail to meet with success and 
leave with their order-books well filled. 

HOW TO MEET THE REQUIREMESTS OF CAN- 


ADIAN CUSTOM HOUSES. 


All American invoices should invariably be 
marked “cer. ified correct; no prison labor em- 
ployed in manufacture.” This to be signed by 
the firm of exporters from the United States. 
The tailure of putting this on each invoice of 
goods sent here, it being required by 
Canadian custom cfilicials, frequently results 
in the goods being detained until the invoice 
can be returned to shippers to be properly 
certified. One house in New York lost an 
annual trade of $20,000 by repeated careless- 
nes3 of sh pper in this particular. Again, each 
case should be numbered, as it may be in bond 
and required to be taken out separately. A 
distinct set of numbers for each house who 
buys here should be used, instead of simply the 
number of the casein the order it was packed 
by the American firm of shippers. This plan is 
carried out by all large shippers from England 
to Canada. The exact terms of the sale should 
also be shown on the invoice, as freyuently it 
reads net casb, while the terms are really sixty 
or ninety days. Ina case of this kind, where 
no time is inserted, the Canadian customs add 
5 per cent. to the invoice and charge duty 
thereon. 

These items are important and should be 
carefuliy attended to if our merchants desire 
to bu:ld up and make a success of the trade of 
all kinds in this mariet. 

I again desire to call attention to bonded 
business, which, let our merchants remember, 
they can sell almost ev.ry imported article 
they bring into New York in this market and 
make a profit thereon, as most of the retailers 
handling this class of goods buy from the 
Montreal wholesale houses, who make 4 profit 
thereon, 









We can import foreign goods to the United 
States and reimport them in bond without pay- 
ing United States duty, and lay them down 
here as cheap as the Mouatreal merchants, and 










make their profit. 

Canadian customs are the most important 
factors in Our trade with the Dominion, and 
the officers in charge are rendered ove r zealous 
sometimes by the fact that they receive, I be- 
lieve, one half of the proceeds of all seizures 
and fines, even though the same be made by 
themseives, and J understand some officera 
make more from this source than they receive 
in salary. 

While this action in many cases may be justi- 


flable, sometimes it is doubtful, Tke seizures 
are the means of establishing a higher rating, 
or other obstructions to goods coming in, 
Further, these seizures are always likely to be 
sustained by the commissioner of customs, as 
he on general principles desires to sustain his 
subordinate officers, 

The actual prices paid for goods and the ex- 
port digcounta go for nought with them, and 
they only take as a valuation for duty such 
prices and discounts as are published in the 
trade journals of the United States. 

CANADIAN CUSTOMS DISCR MINATION AGAINST 
PARIS GREEN. 

Elsewhere in this report are samples of this, 
and I append another more striking case in 
detail, where we are certainly done an injustice 
by the customs authorities here. Fall details 
are given, as the trade in Paris greens probably 
amounts to $500,000 per annum, and we should 
and would secure all the trade if treated as the 
most favored natiop, our prices being really 
lower than theirs. I think this particular case 
should be at once Jooked into, and, if possible, 
corrected by the United States Government, as 
there is no doubt at ali but that we are very 
unreasonably discriminated against in it. 

In the United States they bave a Paris green 
combination regulating the price for deep 
shade both for home consumption and export. 
the export prices being, of course, consider- 
ably less than prices for home consumption, 
and when we try and bring it into this country 
we buy at the low price and have to pay duty 
on the high or home price. This we under- 
stand, and possibly it is right enough and eat- 
isfactory, for it applies to deep shade only, the 
only shade made in the American market. 

To make the deep shade the manufacturers 
always bavein each batch some that is off or 
inferior in color, and which in value is worth 
somo 2 or 3 cents per pound less than the ceep 
shade, and this particular quality is not offered 
or allowed to be offered for sale in the United 
States by the combination; consequently it is 
sold to Canadian buyers at 2 or 3 cents per 
barre! less than the combination price for the 
superior article. Thus the United States find 
an outlet for it. What we contend is, that the 
inferior article, not having an official list value, 
should be allowed to be entered at Canadian 
customs at the sworn invoice price, and not 
have to pay duty as per figures given herewith,

When this change has been completed, the 
phosphorusoxychloride ig separated by distil- 
lation, and the remaining mixture of ortho aud 
para-toluolsulphochlorides is exposed to a !ow 
temperature, whereby the latter compound 
separates in crystals, whilst the ortho-toluol- 
sulphochloride remains in solution.

PROPERTIES. 

Saccharine is a white powder, partly of an 
amorphous, partly of a crystalline structure, 
It has a slight odor somewhat like oil of bitter 
almonds or essence of mirbane, which becomes 
very perceptible upon heating the powder 
from abuut 212 deg. to 390 deg, F, It is slightly 
soluble in cold water, requiring about 220 to 2:2 
parts of water at 77 deg. F. for solution; it ig 
more solnble in hot and still more in boiling 
water. These solutions have an intensely 
sweet taste and an acid reaction upon litmus, 
From a saturated solution in boiling water 
most saccharine separates on cooling, in small 
crystals of varivus forms, belonging to the 
monoclinic system. The solubility of sacchar- 
ine in water is much enhanced by carefully 
neutralizing the acid solution with dilute solu- 
tion of potassium hydrate or carbonate, If in 
this way a stronger solution has been obtained, 
the saccharine separates again upon acidula- 
tion. 

Saccharine is readily soluble in alcohol, less 
so in ether. 

The most remarkable and important prop- 
erty of saccharine is its intensely sweet taste, 
far surpassing any other known substance. 
Whilst the sweetness of cane sugar in solution 
in water ceases to be perceptible to the palate 
beyond the proportion of } part of sugar to 250 
parts of water, saccharine retains its sweet 
taste in solutions of 1 part in 70,000 parts of 
water; so that it exceeds cane sugar in this 
property 2:0 times. 

Another valuable property of saccharine is 
its perfect immunity upon the human organ- 
ism, it passes chrough the same without being 
absorbed or altered, and it is eliminated in the

in health as well as in clinical practice; any 
doubts in regard to its perfect immunity have 
been dispelled and are the more groundless, as 
the amount of saccharine consumed for sweet- 
eping purposes, in consequence of its intense 
sweetness, is an extremely minute one in any 
case. 

An additional valuable property of sacchar- 
ine is its antiseptic action, counteracting or re- 
tarding fermentaiton and decomposition—a 
property often of much value in disorders of 
the digestive and alimentary passages,pr-vent- 
ing lactic fermentation, etc. 

APPLICATION. 


Saccharine is neither a drug nor a food, but 
a neutral and indifferent substance, and for 
this reason admits of a wide range of applica- 
tion and usefulness in domestis economy, in 
medicine and in arts and industry. It will be 
of paramount value whenever a bitter taste 
has to be neutralized or counteracted in arti- 
cles of food, in preserves, in beverages, in 
drugs and medicines, or where with the least 
amount of material, various shades of sweet- 
ness are to be obtained, as, for instance, in 
wines, beer, fruit juices, canned conserves, 
candies, etc., as also in the manufacture of 
black licorice, chewing tobaccos, chewing 
gums, ete. 

In medicine it has proved of particular value, 
as it combines with the intensely bitter alka- 
loids such as quinine, morphine, etc., disguising 
their bitter taste almost completely. It is, 
moreover, an invaluable boon to all persons 
afllicted with diabetes; they have, as is well 
known, to dispense with hydrocarbons, and 
therefore to abstain from the use of any 
sugars, of starches, etc. Saccharine offers to 
such patients a perfectly innocuous substance 
to make such food palatable which they are 
obliged to use, and which for want of sugar is 
devoid of sweetness, 

It needs no further instances and evidence to 
demonstrate the wide scope of application and 
the importance which saccharine offers. It 
will deservedly soon become a much used and 
highly valuable article in all branches of do- 
mestic economy and in many arts. and in- 
dustries. 

EXAMINATION OF AND TESTS FOR SACCHARINE. 


Since such an important and, in its chemical 
constitution, complicated article is apt to adul- 
teration and sophistication, we append, in 
conclusion, ths following simple and reliable 
tests for ascertaining the identity and purity 
of saccharine, as well as for its detection in 
sugars. 

Examination of Saccharine.—It fuses at 
about 892 deg. F.; when fused upon platinum- 
foil or porcelain it emits a distinctly percepti- 
ble odor of oii of bitter almonds or essence of 
mirbane, and finally burns away without leav- 
ing a residue; a white residue would be evi- 
dence of the admixture of mineral adultera~ 
tions, 

Four grains of saccharine should render a 
clear solution when agitated in a test-tube with 
2 drams of concentrated sulphuric acid; upon 
gently heating this solution it should remain 
colorless; an ensuing brown or darker colur 
would indicate an admixture of sugars or 
other organic adulteranta. 

An additional test for the admixture of grape 
sugar consists in dissolving 4 grains of the sac- 
charine in 1 dram of officinal liquor potasex, 
which should remain colorless upon gently 
heating for 15 minutes. The same solution, 
when mixed with } dram of Febling’s test 
solution and heated, should not render a brick- 
red turbidity; else grape or milk sugar are in- 
dicated. 

Testing Sugars for Saccharine.—In order to 
examine common sugar for an admixture of 
saccharine, respectively a substitution of cane 
sugar by grape sugar sweetened with sacchar- 
ine, the following simple test is recommended: 
A test-tube, pointed and open at the lower 
end (a glass syringe answers best), containing 
about 1 fluid ounce, is closed at the lower 
orifice by a piece of cork or rubber and is filled 
with the coarsely powdered sugar to be tested; 
the tube charged with the sugar is then filled 
with ether and is left standing for about one 
hour; then the lower orifice is opened and the 
ether ajlowed to flow off into asmall porcelain 
capsule; by placing this on a moderately warm 
place the ether evaporates. leaving any traces 
of saccharine behind, which is best and very 
perceptibly recognized by its extremely sweet 
taste. It may further be recognized by fusing 
in the capsule containing the ether residue, at 
a very gent’e heat, a few grains of a mixture of 
6 parts of sodium carbonate and 1 part of 
potassium nitrate, subsequently the fuse is 
heated to redness. The residue, when cold, 
is dissolved in a little distilled water, and the 
filiered solution is tested with a few drops of 
test-solution of barium chloride. An ensuing 
white turbidity of barium sulphate would 
prove the presence of saccharine, which forms 
at such incineration sulphuric acid, whilst no 
other sulphates possibly contained in the sugar 
would be extracted by ether. 

We trust that this brief information about 
this important new substance, now at first 
manufactured on a large scale and at acom- 
paratively very low price, and now introduced 
into the Americaa market, will prove of value 
and usefulness and will serve to correct errors 
and misstatements as to its nature and charac- 
ter, and will serve to dispel any doubts or fears 
in regard to its perfect immunity for its gen- 
eral and indiscriminate application and use,

White Lead, Zinc Etc. 

Pig lead has been unsettied here during the 
week, owing to low offerings of foreign for 
forward delivery. There has been more busi- 
ness as @ result of these reduced pricer, and 
about 600 tons have changed hands on the 
basis of 4 65c for selected, the shipments to be 
made in September, October and Novemb 
The market during the past few days has been 
depressed without much actual business, the 
closing quotations being nominally 455c for 
common. Messrs. Everett & Post write from 
Chicago on the 17th inst.: **fhis has been a 
very quiet week and sales are few and far be- 
tween. The nominal price is 4 40c, but buyers 
refuse to trade on that basis, On the other 
hand, there isnow no anxiety on part of any 
refiners West to sell, especially futures. Spot 
lead is getting scarce again. The market is in 
a curious condition and requires careful 
watching. Early in the week lead was offered 
at St. Louis for future delivery, rumor says, at 
4 35c, but no sales of consequence were made. 
That market showed a littic strength by the 
middle of the week, 4400 being asking price; 
latterly 4 85c is the quotation with limited 
sales, near-by delivery.” 

The trade in white lead improves s!owly as 
the fall season advances, but does not appear 
to be coming up to the expectations enter- 
tiined u few weeksago. Buyers are only tak- 
ing what they have present uge for, and their 
needs in this direction do not appear to be par- 
ticularly urgent. However it is early in the 
gcason and there is time for a considerable im- 
provement before cold weather setsin. There 
has been no change in quotations, and we con- 
tinue to quote 6144@634c net, the outside price 
being for special makes. A discount of 24g per 
cent is allowed for cash. Corroders quoting 
the inside price give a rebate of 14@!42 to the 
larger buyers, and those quoting 6440 a rebate 
of 4c only. Buyers of 6 tons taken atone time 
and paid for within 60 days are allowed a dis- 
count of 2 per cent, and those taking 10 tons on 
the same conditions get a 4 per ceat discount, 


American Oxide of Zinc—There has been no 
special business doing in this article. Trading 
has been confined to jobbing parcels for 
actual wants.

WINDOW GLASS 


The situation of affairs in the market for 
French window gluss remains practically the 
same as at the date of our Jast, The importers 
and dealers are watching closely the progress 
ef the controversy between the American 
manufacturers and their employes, and at 
their weekly meetings carefully consider every 
point bearing upon the situation and its posei- 
ble effect upon their cwn interests. If the 
American factories do not start up before the 
midd'e of October it is probable that there will 
be a copsiderable advance in French sheet, and 
in any event, with the stromg reports from 
abroad, and the perfect understanding which 
now exists among importerr, it is probable 
that higher prices than those now current will 
rule in the near future, A meeting of the im- 
porters wil be held tc-morrow, but it is 
not believed that any action looking to 
an immediate advance in prices will be taken. 
Trade is reported to be fully up to 
the average of previous corresponding seasons, 
but the complications in the market for Ameri- 
cin bas not resulted in any large intiux of or- 
ders for French. This is probable due to the 
fict that the jobbers are well supplied and have 
enough of dom stic glass t> supply their trade 
for a month or two at any rate. The discount 
on French is firmly maintained at 75 and 5 per 
cent, although some contracts are still running 
oo the 75 and 10 per cent basic. The American 
manufacturers held a meeting in Pittsburg last 
Thursday and unanimously indorsed the action 
ofthe wages committee in refusing to sign the 
a ivanced scale for which the workmen are pow 
striking. It was also decided to make no 
change in the rebate system or the price of 
giass. The reports in reference to the condi- 
tion of the trade were of an unsatisfactory 
nature, and show that while the assortment in 
the hunds of the manufacturers is broken the 
large jobbers carry an immense stock, and can 
supply the demand, which is very sluggish for 
this time of the year, It is believed here that 
the manufacturers are divided between fea. 
of the increasing competition with cooperative 
factories (many of which have been equipped 
this year, and their existence made possible 
by the discovery of natural gas at many ad- 
vantageous point:) and a reluctance to grant 
an increna e@ in wages which they know will 
mean ths absolute surrender of all pvofits 
tothe worker. Betwecn the two evils it is 
hard forttem to choose and they seem dis- 
posed to put« fla decision until the last pos- 
sible woment, 


PLATE GLASS, 

The demand for piate giuss continues to in- 
crease as the sreuson advances and there is 
every prospect of as large business though 
prices are not 60 profitable as some of the deal- 
ers would like.

“The first manganese ever produced in this 
country, I believe, was in Warwickshire, Eog- 
land, over foriy yearsago. A few years after 
that discoveries of some large deposits were 
made in Devonshire, and some thirty-five years 
ago large deposits were also discovered and 
worked in Germany, some of which are worked 
up tothe present, but in comparatively small 
quantities. 

“The quality of the Warwickshire and Dey- 
onshire ore was very high, and it brought long 
prices. Three-foucths of the German ore, on 
the other hand, was of very low quality. It 
came very strongly in competition with the 
English production, however, reducing prices 
in 1860 to 1864 to 60a, on 70 per cent, 

“This reduction was brought about to a large 
extent by discoveries and large importations 
from Spain of very good quality. Spain con- 
tinued to export very largely for many years, 
but in consequence of the increased demand 
prices ran in stages up to £7 to £8 per ton, un- 
til about the year 169, when Weldon’s process 
was introduced, and prices gradually ‘dropped 
until they came to 75s. on 70 per cent. In con- 
sequence, however, of the Franco-German war, 
another advance took place. until the price 
renched £8 10s., and then receded at shortine 
tervals—from then until now—to the present 
low prices.”’

Possibly this sccounts for the fact 
that the manganese deposits seem to contain 
less phosphorus than the rovks from which 
they have been leached. It is also remarkable 
that so far as known the valuable deposits of 
manganese have been in pockets, usually im- 
bedded in a tenacious clay which requires wash- 
ing to remove. 

It is found by the U, &. Geological Survey 
that manganese hasa distribution almost co- 
extensive with the deposits of brown hematite 
ores of this country, In almost all these ores 
manganese occurs a6 a constituent. At times 
the manganese displaces so much of the iron as 
to mahe tke ore a manganiferous iron ore, 
while at other times, in close association with 
the iron ores, veins or pockets of manganese 
will be found. This statement is epecially true 
of the hematite ore beds of the great Appalach- 
ian chain of mountain from the northern to 
the southern extremity. 

The looulities in this country producing the 
most manganese are the Crimora minesin Vir- 
ginia; Cartersville, Ga. and Batesville, Ark. 
There are a numbers of known deposits on this 
coast, both in Nevada and California. But 
manganese mining bere has never been very 
much of an industry, though some of the de- 
posits are being werked,

Instead of an advance in linseed oil we have 
to chronicle an easier feeling but no change it 
quotations. There is a certain amount of sym- 
pathy with the seed market, but not sufficient 
to cause a simultaneous change. It was re 
ported that Western oil could be bought at 
40c on epot, but this is den'ed by receivers who 
state that nothing under 41c would be accept- 
ed. The price of city oil is 43c. Asthe seed 
market is just as likely to react one way a8 the 
other, values may be marching upward before 
our next issue, and the position of oil may be 
correspondingly improved. 

Cotton oil is more valuable than this time last 
week. Supplies of prime old summer yellow 
are becoming beautifully less and holders are 
strengthening their views. A liberal jobbing 
movement ig progressing at 42@4244c; white 
summer realizes holders 4244c, medium sum- 
mer yellow 4lcand off color 86239c. Futures 
are quiet and sellers are not so industrious in 
seeking buyers. Light offerings of October de- 
livery are heard of occasionally at 87@37e for 
prime summer yellow, while November and 
December are obtainable at i6c. We hear of no 
fresh business for forward delivery. In fact 
very little reaches the public concerning tran- 
sactions in cotton oil as there is a 
strong desire to cover up all traces of business, 
for reasons best known to the parties con- 
cerned. Although 31@32c is asked for new 
crude oil to arrive, some business has been 
done recently at 30c, and it is believed this 
price would still be accepted. Offerings of crude 
are yet limited, and it will be one or two weeks 
before any important quantity of new crude or 
refined will be offered on spot. Something 
over 700 bbls crude arrived from the primary 
markets during the six days under review, and 
this lot had been sold to arrive. Soap stock is 
not attracting attention. Our advices by wire 
from New Orleans to-night are as follows: 
Crude is quoted at 29c asked and prime summer 
yellow 35c; soap stock 34c; seed on bank quo- 
ted $10, There are bids of $19 per ton for cake; 
meal is $1954 asked.

in firmness, the inside price uniformly quoted 
being 54@c for supplies in store or to arrive 
during the remainder of this year. We have 
sales Of 40 tons in jobbing quantities and 59 
tons in one lot at ashade under Sige, which 
cleans up all the cheap stock. Holders are now 
confident of maintaining steady prices, as sup- 
plies are in strovg hands, and the statistical! 
position of the article is in their favor. Cochin 
oil is quoted steady at 73¢9 for pipes and 734c 
for hhds, without importaut business. 

Palm oil is held at 5c for prime Lagos in first 
bands. The trade is moderately active. 


Olive oil is quoted as usual at 68@73e for 
Italian and Spanish of prime quility. Sales of 
65 bbis Italian are reported at the first- named 
figure, and supplies of latter are said to be lim- 
ited. Olive oil foots are held at 4@4ke, with 
sales of 50 bbis at4c, The demand is moder- 
ately active, 


Animal and Fish Olis. 

Lard oil is steady at previous figur’s, prime 
city being quoted at 54@55c for ice pressed and 
5oc for winter pressed, with Western brands 1@ 
2c per gallon under these figures, according to 
brand. Low grades are hard to move ig 
usual, and prices fluctuate according to desire 
of holder to realize 

Crude sperm oil has been taken to the exe 
tent of 1,500 bbisin this market and New Bed- 
ford, part of which realized 62c. Of this 
amount, 620 bbls were forexport. Receipts of 
oll for the week were 82) bbis, and the total 
stock at New Bedford is 15,650 bble. Winter 
bleached grade} are firmer. 


Crude whale oil will remain in a nominal po- 
sition until fresh receipts arrive, or until addi- 
tional information is receitved from the Arctic 
catch. The entire stock of northern and 
southern oil in New Bedford is 2,825 bbis in- 
cluding 515 bbis which arrived during the 
week. The only business reported is a sale of 
75 bbis of southern on priyate terms. Refiaed 
oil is steady and unchanged in price. 


Whalebone has declined to $315 per |b for 
Arctic which {is usual at this season. Sales 
were made of 10,000 lbs Arctic and 1,500 Ibs 
South sea on private terms. 


Oleo oil bas taken a move backward and is 
now quoted in a nominal position at llc per lb 
for prime oi]. The market is very uncertain 
and weak owing to the foreign markets being 
overstocked. For a time considerable haste 
was made to get as much stock on the other 
side as possible while the high prices contin- 
ued, and now there is a good chance of sup- 
piles accumulating here. There is no disposi- 
tion to transact business while the present 
state of things lasts. 

Menhaden fish oil is steady in price at X@ 
20}éc for prime northern and 19@c for south- 
ern. Some business is transpiring every day, 
but no important sales arereported. There is 
regret among holders that exporters find no 
outlet. Pressed grades are rather slow in mov- 
ing. Bank and straits command 28@24c. Some 
facts regarding the early history of the men- 
badep industry are presented on another page. 

Saponified red oil remains firm at the advance 
to 82c for prime grades, owing to the advance 
in raw materials and increased consumption, 
Supplies in some hands are very limited. Elaine 
on the other hand, is easier, if anything, owing 
to the inroads of competing oils, and carload 
lots are quoted at 28@29c per gallon. 


Mineral Olis. 

Business is quiet in the line of lubricating 
oils. New contracts are scarce and only the 
regular movement in a jobbing way is to be 
noted. Itiseaid that the season has been a 
very good one for black summer oj]; some 
manufacturers have found an outlet for their 
entire production and in one or two instances 
lately buyers were compelled to wait for sup- 
plies to be made. There will be very little if 
any summer oil to carry over. The increased 
demand for this grade is no doubt owing tu its 
low price, a figure at which refiners claim to 
have lost money but still quote other supplies 
at 6c from necessity to meet competition. Cold 
test black oils are offering at former prices, and 
the demand will become more active as the 
cold weather sets ix. 

Paraffine oils are not fluctuating in price. 
Most brands are being released at 8c for 25 
gravity and 6c for 28 gravity, while others are 
still held at }¢c per gallon bigher, The market 
is firm at the first-named figures, and the gen- 
eral impression seems to be that the steady 
feeling has come to stay. The quotations are 
to the domestic trade only, as concessions are 
granted for shipment abroad according to ex~- 
isting circumstanc2s and the tenor of the for- 
eign markets. There is no active competition 
and the movement is moderate. 

Cylinder stocks are having a steady outlet at 
former prices. There is no fresh feature to 
note. Buyers have evidently settled to the

Busi- 
ness is moderately active. 

Spermaceti is easier and quoted at 88@40c for 
bulk and cakes, according to quantity. Busi- 
ness is light.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 

oe a ee, 
Turspay EvENtNG, September 20, 1887. 

While the past week has been full of interest 
it has not proven so eventful as was the week 
preceding, in fact we have merely experienced 
the final effects of the disturbance that passed 
over and the last echoes are still heard, while 
the air is not yet clear, although the market 
has a steady tone compared with the turbulence 
of a week ago. The first day of the week under 
review witnessed the completion of the reaction 
that followed the extreme high price reached 
the day before. The cause for the slump of 18¢ 
is variously attributed to the stringent money 
market, the failure of the producers assembled 
in Pittburg to make a public announcement of 
an impending universal shut down of all new 
operations and pumping wells which had been 
looked for by some, while there were maDy, 
especially of the} bear stripe, who claimed the 
price fell of its own weight, the situation not 
warranting the extreme advence. It is safe to 
say that all these influences doubtless had a 
share in bringing about the collapee of the boom: 
which really had very little foundation to stand 
upon, It is also asserted that the producers 
were the heaviest purchasers on the Pittsburg 
and Oil City Exchenges and that they were the 
first to lose courage and sell out, and assuming 
this to be true it gives color io the report that 
the meetings of the producers at Pittsburg and 
Oil City were not as harmonious as could be 
desired and that they failed to agree upona 
course of procedure to bring about a general 
shut down. In the meantime the statistical 
situation remains about the same with the pro- 
duction in the older fields keeping up remark- 
ably well. In view of the sudden changes in 
prices and the sharp break on Wednesday last 
and on the day before it is somewhat remark- 
abie that there have been so few failures 
to meet obligations on the part of specula- 
tors on the several petroleum Exchanges, 
but, as in previous booms, it bas been the out- 
side operators who bave suffered and some of 
them have been bied pretty freely. The trans- 
actions during the week show a considerable 
increase, the sales fuoting up 18,654,(0u bbis 
against 16,787,000 bbls during the preceding 
week. The clearances on the local exchange 
amounted to 49,190,0 bbls, against 42,256,000 
bbis during the preceding week. The total 
clearances reported for the other four ex- 
changes amounted to 62,010,000 bbis against 
49,450,000 bbis for the preceding week. The 
highest price of the week was reached on 
Wednesday, when 69c was touched. The low- 
est point of the week was 62c and was alsu 
touched on Wednesday. The opening price last 
Wednesday was 68540, and the close this even- 
ing was 64}4c, showing a decline as the result of 
the week’s trading of 4}4c, while the extreme 
range of fluctuations for the week was 7c.

Three were 
torpedoed during the week. There is no ma- 
terial change in the production of the wells in 
the Marti pool. 

In the Reibold field on Wednesday the Behm 
No. 6 was flowipg at the rate of 110 bbis per 
hour, on Friday dropped to 10) bbis per hour, 
on Saturday to 9) bbis, and later was shot but 
did not again reach 100 bbis. Behm No. 5on 
Wednesday was doing 75 bbis per hour, which 
it has kept up without agitation, showinga 
prolific reservoir. The Pfeiffer No. 2, the ad- 
vance well on the 75 deg. line, struck the sand 
last Wednesday evening. The well is three.

Calmont No. i4 found over 40 feet of sand, but 
will not be tubed as the showing was not con- 
sidered good enough for an outside well, 
There is now no question but that 
the Saxonburg sand is €0 t, 75 feet lower than 
the Thorn Creex level and the lighter color of 
the oil would bear out the presumption ofa 
different level without such proofs as can be 
gotten at in the absence of the steel line meas- 
urements. Golden & Co.,on the Lanitz farm, 
between Bolara & Christy’s wells, are over 1,200 
feet deep and should reach the sand at 1,650, 
This weli is considered to be located about 
right and will be quite a factor for or againat 
Saxonburg. Ten rigs are up and building 
scattered all over the country, and by the first 
of the month 15 wells will be under way. The

Lard Compounds. 


The bill passed by the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture at ite Jast session prohibiting the manufac- 
ture or sale of any lard compound as pure lard, 
is already showing its beneficial « ffect. The act 
isnot operative until tbe first of October, but 
the packages of the spurious article are al- 
ready coming in labeled “compound lard’’ in 
jarge, plain letters. The “lara” is otherwise 
indistinguishable from pure lard. The «ffect 
of the change is beginning to befeltin the 
market for pure lard. Buyers are showing 
their increased confidence in the general situa- 
tion by being less conservative in placing or- 
ders. The feeling is therefore improved. 

If already these goud eff_cts are noticeable 
under the new law, it seems unfortunate that 
the legislation on this subject in New Hamp- 
shire, recentiy, should have turned ovt un- 
favorab y for the manufacture of pure lard. 
The proceedings on this subject are considered 
peculiar by many of the trade that have closely 
followed the course of legislation in New 
Hampshire. It appears that a thorough can- 
vass of the Senate the day before the bill was 
to be voted upon was made by its friends, the 
bill baving passed the House, and out of twen- 
ty four Senators fifteen expressed themseives 
openly as favoring it and declared that they 
intended to vote for it.—Boston Bulletin.

Canadian Drugs and Glass. 


The U.8. consul agent at London, Ont., in 
his report tothe government, speaks of two 
branches of trade as follows:— 

Drugs—Probably 25 per cent. of the drugs 
bandied here are from the United States, more 
particularly berbs natural and indigenous to 
our soi); also dye-woods, sponges, in bond and 
from Florida and the Gulf of Mexico fisheries. 

Avery large amount of American patent 
medicines are sold in Canada, but most of the 
larger firms in this line have branch establish- 
ments and manufacture on this side. The bus- 
iness, if watched closely and well convVassed, 
would increase, as the proximity of our mar- 
ket is greatly in our favor in this as in other 
lines, and there is an inclination to buy as 
largely as possible from us. 

Glass—In glass we supply all the goods used 
in this market, except very fine cut glass anda 
few small items. The United States 'n this and 
all the other markets confessedly leads the 
world in pressed glassware. 

The trade here is aupplied principa'ly from 
Pittsburgh and Wheeling and towns, such as 
Weillsburg, along the Ohio River, between the 
two places above mentioned. 

We tormerly furnished this market with 
lamp-chimneys and fruit jars; bat two factor- 
ies, one at Hamilton aod the other at Toronto, 
with the aid of the tariff, now control and make 

a very large profit On these goods, shutting us 
out, however.

The condition of the drug market taken a8 & 
wh le igs eminently satisfactory to jobbers, who 
find the volume cf business steadily inc easing 
as the season progresses. The outlook is more 
encouraging than it has been at the same time 
| mn many years past, reports from all the lead- 
ing trade centers throughout the country 
being of a most gratifying nature, s0 far as the 
amount of business is concerned; but the tight- 
ness of the money market isa feature which is 
not particularly relished, as it hasa tendency 
to make collections elow and deters the dis- 
tributing dealers from buying 80 largely as 
they might under other circumstances. How- 
ever, it has the good cffect of preventing 
speculative buying and attempts at corners 
which in past years have had very disastrous 
effects upon the trade. Within the week 
just closed there bave been a number of 
changes in prices more or less important, but 
the general tendency has been toward a bigh 
range of values owing to depleted stocks resull- 
ing from natural c.uees or the iacrease in con- 
sumption. The sariatle weather during the 
past summer has been very hard upon t e 
vegetable drugs, what ths drought did not 
harm during the beginning of the season bav- 
ing been badly damaged by heavy rains later.

There isa firmer tone to the opium market 
than hag been noted for some time past and the 
strong reports from Smyrna, which have been 
coming for months pust, seem at lust to have 
made an impression here, though how great 
this impression may be and how long it will 
last are questions which only the future can 
decide. There is evidently more disposition to 
buy, but as has been the case for weeks past in 
spite of reports to the contrary, there are no 
sellers of large lots at anything like what are 
given out as the general niarket quotations. 
It is reported that $440 bas been accepted for 
one or two f-vase lots, and a number of single 
cases, about 5 in all, have changed hands at 
$4 45@t 50, but when it comes to talking of larger 
sales some holders are not inclined to réi>ase 
their stock below $4 70,while others want much 
higher figuree. It is stated that the 
bears are trying to buy considerable quanti- 
ties and a!though not cffering high prices it is 
believed they would pay more than the figures 
named above as having been accepted by them 
and others for small Jots. Cab'es received this 
week frcm Smyrna say that that market is 
very firm with prices advazcing and that the 
senders forsee much higher figures. By mail 
we learn that the summer sowing 13 reported 
to have been lost on account of continuous hot 
anddry weather preventing the seed from 
germinating. Itis further reported that the 
Turkish farmers are now turning their atten- 
tion to cereals entirely to prevent another year 
of famine, andthe inference is thst the opium 
crop will suffsr in consequence. Letters lately 
received from Smyrna also confirm the prc- 
vious reports that the Persian crop will 
not be more than half an average 
and say it will be of eecond quality. Liver- 
pool reports receivedthis week say that holders 
there refuse to give way, though high prices 
have checkcd business. They also say that re- 
ports of a sbort crop are confirmed on all 
har ds, and that, although there is a temporary 
lu]l asudden reaction may set in at any mo- 
ment, Powdered opium bas advanced 1l0c 
during the weck, prob-bly in sympathy with 
the improvement in gum, und at the close was 
qu >ted at $3 85@i 9). 

Morphine developed an casier tendency dur- 
ing the weck and some gales were made at 
$345, but at the close holders’ views were 
somewhat stiff-r, and it is doubtful if anything 
less than the manufacturers’ prices would haye 
been accepted. Tne j -bbing demand ig re- 
ported to be very good, though showing no 
particular improvement in comparison with 
previous weeks, Importers report a better de- 
mand for Scotch, with prices showing a hard. 
ening tendency. 


Quinine,

ine put some life into the market and stiffened 
itup considerably.

Druggists and Liquor Beverages. 


In May last the New Jersey Pharmaceutical 
Society adopted resolutions condemning the 
sale of liquurs by druggists. In accordance 
with a resolution, the committee then appoint- 
ed, Meesre. H. P. Reynolds, C. B. Smith and R. 
J. Shaw, have issued a circular giving the 
views of every druggist in the State. In it 
“moonsbiner” druggists are condemned, and 
also the practico of selling Jiquor as beverager. 
The following is an extract from the rey ort: 

Be the causes and conditions of the traffic 
exactly such as we have sketched or not, no 
sophistry can obscure the broad proposition 
that the sale of alcoholic liquors as beverager, 
to bo used either on or off the premises of sale, 
is not legitimate pbarmacy; moreover, that it 
ought in common reason and fairness to be left 
to the liquor dealer who has qualified Icgally 
for ‘hw business, If a man is willing to put the 
profit of dram se!ling in his pocket, he ought 
to be willing to bear the costs and the possible 
odium of the traffic. 

This asscciation has but feeble material power 
even over those of its own fold, but such intl. « 
ence and authority as it does possess, ‘t has 
p aced in the hands of this committee to wield. 
And with such force as it could command the 
committee bas pointed to the notorious evils of 
intemperance; to the origin and growth Of lig- 
uor-selling among druggists; to the embarrass- 
ing conditions to which our cailing is thereby 
subj ctee. Disclaiming for our elves any pre 
tense of self righteousness, wehave spoken 
about an ug’y sutj-ctin plainterms. “Faith- 
ful are the wounds of a friend.” That the abuse 
herein r.buked will be ere long attacked by 
stringent annoying and r.proachfal legislation 
in our own State, agit has been in others, we 
regard a? inevitable unless it shall be abolished 
or abated by the voluntary or concerted action 
of the druggists themselves. Such action 
while yet there is time, we earnestly urge upoo 
our brethren throughout the State. Let each 
man think upon his own solemn responsibility; 
leteach man make clean his own house: no 
more is needed. We d» not underestimate the 
force of custom, the love of gain, the weakncs3 
of human nature; we know how “the jingling 
of the guinea helps the burt that honor fee's,’’ 
But our appeal is to duty, honor,morality good 
ciuuz-nship, «ven to sound business policy, 
and weure pot yet ready to believe these are 
mere empty sounds t» men of our day.

TUESDAY EVENING, Sept. 20, 1887. 

The fair promise of Jast week has not been 
borne out by the results of the past six days. 
Trading in most of the important articles has 
been slow, the glass makers, chemicals feeling 
the effect of the strike of the workers in the 
glass factories, and other lines being for the 
most part in only moderate jobbing request. 
The condition of the market so far as prices 
are concerned is much the same as it was at the 
date of our last, the firm feeling abroad being 
reflected to a greater or lesser extent among 
the dealers here. Regarding the heavy chem 
icals mail advices trom Liverpool to the 1(th 
instant report a rather quiet market, with 
prices asa whole steady. Soda ash was firm 
and caustic soda very strong, while bleaching 
powder was dull and soda crystals steady but 
inactive. The demand for the lighter goods bas 
been fair in our market, but there has been 
no large movement in any line except nitrate 
of soda, which, on account of the hardening 
tendency previously noticed has met with con- 
siderable attention. Brimstone continues to 
advance on atrorg accounts from primary 
sources, and sulphuric, nitric and muriatic 
acids have an upward tendency without being 
quotably higher. 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Liverpool carbonated soda ash, 48 per cent, 
has been quiet during the past week, sales 
being principally of small quantities for the 
supply of passing requirements. The tone of 
the market, however, is steady, prices still 
ranging from 1 20@1 25c on thespot or to arrive 
though on large orders they would probably be 
shaded somewhat. High test is oominally 
quoted at 1 (@! Ke. 

Caustic soda ash, 48 per cent, has received but 
little attention during the week. the large 
buvers keeping out of the market and the 
smaller consumers taking only enough for 
current wants. Prices are about as last 
quoted, the reported transactions, spot or to 
arrive, being within the range of 1 175.@1 22}4¢c. 
asto quantity and brand.High test at 1 10@i J5c 
receives very little attention and these quota- 
tionsare merely nominal. Regarding soda ash 
in the Liverpool market, Messrs. Joe. P. Brun- 
ner & Co., writes ue under date of the i0th inst, 
that the article is scarce and that nearest values 
are 15 16@1 1 32d fcr 48 per cent. caustic, 31-32d 
for bigh teat, 31 832213-16d for carbonated 48 
per cent. and 31-32@1 1-32d for high test. 

Newcastle soda ash, 48 per cent, has also been 
quiet duricg the week just closed, the troubles 
iu the window glass trade acting as a check on 
business. Values remain as when we last wrote 
and we repeat our Jast quotations of 13-'6@ 
120c according to quantity and eeller. High 
test is dull and entirely nominal in price. The 
Newcastie market at late mail advices was 
steady at %4ivet. 

Caustic soda, 60 per cent, has sold only in 
small lots during the week, and the improve- 
ment in the demand for 70 and 74 per cent 
noted in our Jast appears to have subsided, 
The upward tendency of prices is still a marked 
feature of the market, but there has been no 
further advance.

Refined alkali, 36 per cent., appears to be a 
drug in the marxet, and it is almost impoasible 
to quote a price that would be a fair indication 
of what seliers would accept. Aslow as .05c. 
bas been named on a émaill lot as noted in our 
last but it is douotful if this would begenerally 
accepted, In the high test grades there is con- 
siderable business doing, though it does not ex- 
ceed jobbing proportions, Prices are main- 
tained and we continue to quote 1 1(@1 lic for 
58 per cent. and 1 :0@I1 22}¢c for 45 per cent, ac- 
cording to quantity. 

English sa! soda is a shade easier than when 
we last wrote. , The quotation for lots to arrive 
is 1@105c according to quantity, and sel'er,

There is a 
moderate demand for small quantities, but 
large lote are neglected, Mail advices from 
Liverpool to the 10th inst, report that market

American sal soda remains very firm, and is 
in active Jobbing request. Manufac’urers are 
still behind with their deliyeries, and stock for 
immediate use is consequently limited. The 
combination prices remain 1143 in barrels and 
1142 in kegs, less a discount ot 1 per cent. 
Bleaching powder shows no further improve- 
ment here, though advices from the other side 
are firm.

Muriatic acid is improving in tone, but there 
has been no actual advance. The same may be 
said of nitric acid. Both are in good jobbing 
demand. 

Suipburic acid continues to show an increas- 
ing demand, the talk of a probable advance in 
the near future acting apparently asa stimulus 
to trade. The quotations, however, remain 
low, #@%5c, and even less in some instances 
being accepted for large lots of 66 deg., while 
jobbing quantities are sold at 1@1 2Uc, accord- 
ing to the quantity wanted.

The Paper Trade Eailures, 

The Chicago Times of the 13th inst, has the 
following to say atoutthe recent failures in 
the parer trade: 

Within abouttwo months there have been 
somewhat too miny bad failures in the paper 
trade in different partsof the country. The 
liabilities aggregate not less than $1,500,000, of 
which creditors are likely to get much less than 
haf. 

One of the failed concerns igs the Minnesota 
Paper Company, of Minneapolis. This com- 
pany makes no offer to creditors. As to the 
amount of its liabilities, the Times is not at 
present informed. The Standard Paper Com- 
pany, of Milwaukee, iganother. This concern 
settled witb its creditors at 50 cents on the dol. 
lar. In this case. too, the Times is not at pres- 
ent informed as tO the amount involved. The 
W. O. Tyler Paper Company, of Chicago. is an- 
other. This concern failed with liabilities 
amounting to $42C,000. Its assets are placed 
at $142,000 or a little more than 33°8 cents on the 
dollar of liabilities. It offers to settle at 22% 
cents on the dollar, and resume business opera- 
tions with far more credit than they deserve, 
and to repeat their former performance as 
soon asthey can manage to get ahead of cred- 
itors again. Others, seeking their good for- 
tune, are tempted to play a like game, 

And the example is in like manner contagi- 
ousif concerns that have sunk tens and hun- 
dreds of thousands of borrowed money in haz- 
ardous experimenting suspend and are let off 
on pretty much their own terms, For the pro- 
tection of creditors, for the protection ofthe 
eredit syetem,for the protection of honest deal- 
ers who do not undersell their neighbors in the 
expectation of making themselves whole, and 
mre, a. the expense of their creditors, it is 
necessary to deal sternly witb failed concerns, 
so that men will underatand that they cannot 
be reckiass or dishonest in business without 
loss of credit, 


New Bleaching Process. 


A new process for bleaching vegetable and 
animal fibers has been suggested in Berlin. 
The use of Oxygensted water has been hitherto 
very limited, owing to the difficulty of carrying 
it apy distance. The inventors claim that this 
oxygenated water can be replaced in most 
kinds of bleaching by baths obtained by adding 
peroxide of barium to the solutions of some 
salts. The peroxide of barium undergoes very 
slow decomposition in water, while it liberates 
oxygen. Experiments showed that this de- 
composition msy te greatly hastened in the 
presence of a large number of salte. 

The decoloring qualities which the saline 
olutions receive inthis way are in a very great 
degree independent of the nature of the salts. 
The most favorable results are obtained with 
alkaline silicates, chloride of ammonium, the 
alkaline borates, or the salts of fatty acids. 
The chloride of magnesium and the phosphate 
of soda do not act so strongly, and stili less the 
sulphates. 

The proportionate weight of the salts ard 
the water dissolving them may vary a great 
deal. Still a mixture of one part of peroxide of 
barium, One part of silicate of soda and 1€0 
parts of water, will be suitable in most cases. 
For bleaching vegetable fibers, linen, jute, &c., 
more concentrated solution3 may be used, but 
in the case of animal fibres a greater portion of 
silicate may be injurious on account of the 
alkali liberated. 

The time required for b!eaching is from one 
to two days for the jute and linens. The baths 
may be used again as long as any peroxide of 
barium remains. 

The success of the process will not be affected 
whether the peroxide of barium be mixed with 
the silicate solution or a mixture of the perox- 
ide and pulverized silicate be dissolved in 
water. 

In many cases it will be advisable to pass the 
bleached substances through a weak bath of 
sulphurous acid, 80 as to decolor them com- 
pletely. When the nature of the stuff to be 
bleached will allow, it is better to have the 
bleaching done in an alkaline solution, as the 
oxygenated water possesses greater decoloring 
power in an alkaline solution than in an acid 
or neutral solution. The cause of this is prob- 
ably in the formation of soluble peroxides of 
the alkaline metaloids, which are more easily 
decomposed than oxygenated water.—Paper 
Trade Journal. 
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The Utilization of Waste Materials. 


The complete erasure of the word “waste” 
from the dictionaries, at all events in so far as 
it has apy relationto industrial products, is, if 
not quite an accomplished fact, undoubtedly 
becoming more and more imminent, and we 
may thank the chemists of this generation for 
teaching us how to recover and utilize innum- 
erable substances which, in their ignorance,our 
grandfathers threw away. Thirty years ago 
the manufacturers of iron, gas and chemicals 
everywhere neglected all but the prime objects 
of their induetries, whereas to-day, on the sys- 
tem of taking care of the pennies and allowing 
the pounds to take care of themselves, compe- 
tition has induced ns to regardour legionary 
by-products as s0 many integral parts or 
bsanches of each enterprise. If the intriligent 
men who have “gone before,” and who were 
looked upon by their contemporaries as wise 
in their generation, could by any chance reap- 
pear among ué, we wight conduct them to our 
gas works, and wttb a certain pride explain the 
origin of our sulpbate of ammonia, our aniline 
dyes, and our bundred other extracts from coal 
tar. From the contemplation of gas we could 
turn with them tosomeof our smelters and 
furnaces, and point to the mineral wool and 
cement, the glassware, the pottery, the fire- 
bricks aud the fertilizers, a!l derived from our 
furnace slags, and finally, entering a great 
chemical works,we should show them the once 
devastating gases, so fatal to life and vegeta- 


tion, are no longer sent free into the air, but | 
are condensed and transformed into staple arti- » 


cles of trade, and how, by an ingenious and to 
them an undreamt of process, we extract the 
precious metals from our exhausted sulphur 
ores.—Eng. and Min. Jour. 
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Analysis of Gypsum. 


The substance is ground and passed through 
a sieve whose mesh ia 1 mm. To estimate the 
water 5 gms. are heated ina platinum crucible 
Over a smal! flame, and from the logs the per- 
centage of water is calculated. 

Then 2°5 gms. of the finely pulverized sub- 
stance is treated with 15 c.c, concentrated hy- 
drochloric acid and about 400 c.c. of water, in a 
500 c.¢. flask, for 4 to 6 hours on a water bath at 
40 deg.C. After cooling, the flask is filled to 
the mark, and the solution is filtered through 
adry ripped filter, The insoluble residue is 
washed with boiling wa‘er, then the filter ts 





— 


dried, incinerated, and after deducting the 
weight of the filter ash, the residue is calcu, 
lated as sand. 

100 ce. of the filtrate are diluted to 200 cc. ina 

eaker, heated to boiling, and precipitated with 
barium chloride in slight excess. The precipi- 
tate is washed by boiling several times with 
water, and decanting, then bringing the pre- 
cipitate onto the filter, and washing with boil- 
ing water until the filtrate is no longer ren- 
dered turbid with sulphuric acid. The precip- 
itate is dried, placed into a platinum crucible 
and ignited, after which the ash is moistened 
with a few drops of sulphuric acid, and heated 
at first gently, and then to ignition. After 
cooling it is weighed,and the percentage of 
sulphur trioxide calculated from the barium 
sulphate. 

For estimating the lime 200 ce. of the origina) 
solution are heated in a 600 ce. flask, and suffi- 
cient ammonia js carefully added to faintly 


alkaline reaction, after which it is 
boiled to remove the excess of ammo- 
nia. The flask is then filled to the 


mark, and Altered through a dry ribbed filter. 
The precipitate is washed with boiling water, 
dried, ignited and weighed, and calculated as 
lron and alumina, 

230 c.c. of the filtrate, freed from iron is 
boiled in a beaker, then ammonium oxalate is 
added in excess, and sume ammonia, and allow- 
ed to stand for 12 hours. The supernatant clear 
fluid is poured through a filter, then the pre- 
cipitate is washed several times with boiling 
water by decantation, after which it is brought 
on to the filter, and washed with hot water. The 
calcium oxalate precipitase is dried, placed into 
acrucible, and ignited to a low red heat for 
10—15 minntes. After cooling it is weighed. 
and from the precipitate, consisting of calcium 
carbonate, the percentage of lime is calculated. 

To estimate the magnesia, the filtrate from 
the calcium oxala'e is evaporated to about 
100 c.c , then ammonia and bydrodisodic pho3- 
phate soiution in excess are added, and the 
magnesia is determined in the ordinary man- 
ner. The quantity of magnesia found cor- 
resdonds to 100 c.c. of the original solution.

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A New Process for the Distillation 
and Concentration of Chemi- 
eal Liquids.* 


BY GEORGE ANDERSON, OF LONDON, 


The paper I have to lay before you describes 
the last product of the brain of one of your 
past presidents—Alexander Angus Croll—in 
connection with our industry. It may not be 
su well known to some of the younger as it is 
to many of the older members of the institute, 
thatthe fertile brain of Mr. Croll has done 
much for the improvement and the extension 
of the gas industry. I consider that he has 
been the most successful pioneer both in the 
cheapering and the purification of gas—two 
elements witbout which our industry would 
progress but slowly if at all, and the success 
which has crowned his efforts, to our advant- 
age; bas reflected itself favorably on himself, 
showing by his financial success that he has 
also been a good man of business. Aji these 
are conditions which enhance the value of this 
paper. In the present instance, I cluim no 
other credit than that of being the mouthpiece 
of Mr. Croll, whose assistant I was for ten of 
the busiest and most important years of his 
cventful life; and baving (with my son Bruce) 
taken part in the experiments, I have been 
asked to describe the process to the institute. 

The manufacture of sulphate of ammonia, as 
hitherto conducted, has consisted either in 
bringing together sulphuric acid and ammonia- 
cal liquor or in distilling the liquor by external 
beat, or by the introduction of steam, and 
bringing it into contact with the acid in the 
form of gasesand vapor of water. In either 
cuse a large volume of noxious gases is given 
off, the chief of which, being sulphureted by- 
drogen, has to be fixed by another method, in 
order to comply with acts of Parliament for 
the prevention of nuisances. 


By the processes hitherto used, we sometimes 
set only 14 tons of salts to every ton of acid 
used; while in the more perfect forms of appar- 
atne, we may get 11-3 tons of salts. By Mr. 
Croll’s process, however, we get an Increased 
yield of salts on the acid used, as follows: The 
experiments were made with sulphuric acid of 
the specific gravity of 1838, or nearly concen- 
trated oil of vitriol; and the quantity used was 
8cuncesin each experiment. The ammonia- 
cal liquor was of uniform strength throughout 
+ll the experiments, being kept in a corked jar: 
and the solution of sulphate of ammonia was 
p -ssed through filter paper before being crys- 
tallized. Thus we obtained a white salt. In 
each experiment the solution of sulphate was 
divided into four equal parts by weight, and 
one part filtered and crystallized to dryness 
over aspiritlamp; the weight in each experi- 
ment being as nearly us possible the same, or 
+4 «2. of salt to 2 oz. of acid—being in the pro- 
portion of 26 oz. of sulphate to 1 lb. of acid, or 
324 cwt. of salts to 20 cwt. of acid. 


The results surprised me; and being uniform 
over a number of experiments pleased me. 
Still, I preserved the character of a critic and 
said: “I should like to treat 8 ozs. of acid in 
the ordinary way—saturating it with ammon- 
ijacal liquor, and then crysta.lizing it.””. “Oh!” 
Mr. Croll said, “we know what that will pro- 
duce,” Ir-plied: “Yee; but I would like to do 
it with the precise acid and liquor we have 
been using, so that we may have the experi- 
ment on all fours with yours, barring your pro- 
cess.”” These experimenta were made at his 
country residence. I was staying there for the 
night. Sonext morning I got down before 
him, went at my experiment, saturated 8 ozs. 
of acid (anda nice smell I made) out in the 
grounds, treated itafterward by division into 
four parts, filtered and crystalized it, all as be- 
fore, with the result that I obtained 25 ozs., as 
against his 334 ozs.—or in the proportion of 
274% cwts. of salt to the ton of acid, as against 
his 8234 owte. 

I now thought of business. “What is the 
royalty to be?” I said as we sat at breakfast. 
This we settled es we Scotch say “in a crack,” 
oras an Englishman would say “in a jiffy.” 
Mr. Croll decided to have the apparatus put up 
on a manufacturing scale here in Glasgow; and 
I determined to erect similar apparatus at one 
of my gas works. 

I dare say that it will be uppermost in your 
minds, Whence comes the increased yield of 
salta? Well, I will state one fact, and leave 
you to ruminate on it, namely, by Mr. Croll’s 
process we did not seem to produce any sul- 
phureted hydrogen. The experiments were 
conducted ina room with ordinary doors and 
windows, but without a chimney; and we were 
not troubled with any offensive smell—a state 
of things that could not possibly have existed 
had we been experimenting with any other 
apparatus hitherto empleyed in the manufac- 
ture of sulphate of ammonia. The apparatus, 
which will presently be described, only substi- 
tutes, for the present mode of distillation, a 
new one, which forms the subject of Mr. Croll’s 
patent. All other partsof present apparatus 
car remain as shey now exiet. 

Mr. Croll has also introdnced another mode 
of producing sulphate of ammonia, which dis- 
dispenses with all the apparatus hitherto in use 
after the distillatory portion, and produces the 
saltin a state fit for the farmer, ready to be 
put on the land. This process consists in send- 
ing the products of distillation through a vessel 
filled with wood sawdust saturated with sul- 
phuric acid. The ammonia becomes fixed and 
—¥ Read at the recent meeting of the Gas In- 
stitute, Glasgow. 
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crystallized in the sawdust, and is ready for 
use. There are many works, both at home and 
abroad, to which the conveyance of sulphuric 
acid is both difficult and expensive, on account 
of the cost of carriage and the breakage which 
occurs; and thusin many such works the am- 
monia is not utilized. This saturated sawdust 
process will, I think, remove the difficulty; for 
I find that dry sawdust absorbs double its own 
weight of sulphuric acid, and this could be 
conveyed in the most ordipvary casks in a damp 
state, and save all waste and annoyance from 
breakage of bottles. In this state it could be 
used by the farmer, or the sulphate of am- 
monia could be washed out, crystallized and 
exported in the state of salt. 

In tbe remainder of this paper I have been 
assisted by my son Bruce, who also assisted tn 
the experiments that I have described. He 
bas since been engaged on the trials on a man- 
ufacturing scale; and I ask you to permit him 
to read the concluding portion of the pap?r, 
in which he will describe the process, and what 
ne bas done. 

The process referred to in the foregoing por- 
tlon of the paper is a method employed for 
heating the liquor, whereby a chemical action 
is brought into play, with the results already 
mentioned. This method consists in passing 
the products of combustion of a furnace from 
aclear firein a hot state through aatill con- 
taining the a:nmoniacal liquor. The hot gases 
from the furnace impart their heat to the 
liquor, causing the volatilization of the con- 
densed gases, and at the same time act chemi- 
cally upon the liquor and evolved gases, 60 
that ammonia and sulphuric acid are resulting 
products, in the compound state of sulphate of 
ammonia. The formation of the ammonia 
produced in the process is probably due to the 
decomposition of nitrogenous bodies contained 
in solution in the liquor—the sulpho cyanide, 
for instance, the nitrogen being given off in 
the form ofammonta. Of the sulphuric acid 
produced, we look upon the sulphureted hy- 
drogen as the source, also any sulphites exist- 
ing in the liquor, which in their volatile state 
take up the atom of oxygen necessary for their 
conversion into sulphate. 

The apparatus used in working the process 
eonsists of a tower still, containing a number 
of superposed trays about 3 or 4 inches apart, 
with a lipped hole through the bottom of each 
at the side. The trays are so placed in the 
tower that the holes are at alternate sides. 
The liquor passes into the top of the still and 
zigzags down through the series of trays, 
as in an ordinary Coffey still. The bot- 
tom tray differs from the rest, being 
much deeper, and having holes through it 
connecting with the furnace, which is 
set immediately below it. The  pro- 
ducts of combustion of the fuel are caused to 
pase from the furnace up through the holes in 
tne trays in the still, and, together with the 
gases evolved from the liquor,are directed into 
the saturater, where the sulphate of ammonia 
is obtained either in soiution or in the crystal- 
line state. 

Where the process is at present being worked 
an exhauster is used to draw the furnace gases 
through the still; but it might be advantageous 
to use a blower. 

A smal! plant has been put in action at the 
gas works in Kilkenny and another on a larger 
scale,and differing somewhat in detail, here 
in Glasgow at the Alum and Am- 
monia Company’s works, where the _liq- 
uor from the Tradeston Gas Works 
is converted. The trials on a working 
scale have oniy been made at both places 
within the past ten days; and, so far, nothing 
has appeared against the principle, though in 
certain of the details of construction some al 
terations are being made to improve it. The 
extra yield of salt from a given quantity of 
acid obtained in the experiments has been 
proved in practice,as also the absorption of 
the sulphureted hydrogen. 

The other day, while ammoniacal liquor of 
about 9 oz. strength was being run at the rate 
of 70 gallons per hour through the stil’, 5 feet 
in diameter and 10 feet high, containing seven- 
teen ifays,no smell of sulphureted hydrogen 
was perceptible from the waste gases from the 
saturator, although on applying lead paper a 
slight trace of this impurity was noticeable, 
and it may be stated that the gases were being 
delivered at the ground level, where there was 
no difficulty in testing them. 

In the Glasgow apparatus we have found it 
advisable to enlarge the pipe leading the gases 
into the saturator, as the volume of these is 
much greater than would be the case in the 
ordinary method of working. Further ex- 
perience will probably indicate the desirability 
of increasing the height of the still, which, 
being only 10 feet, is not more than half the 


height that Coffey sti‘ls are ordinarily made.

Mineral Resources of Canada. 


CONSUL svwWARD YOUNG, OF 


WINDSOR, 


REPORT OF 


The mineral! production is chiefly petroleum. 
The official returns, 1884, give the raw product 
at 550,000 barrels, and its value $1,210,000. The 
number of wells operated, 2,200; number of 
refineries in operation, $. Salt has been struck 
near Bothwell at a considerable distance, and 
the brine is said to be full strength of 100 de- 
grees. 

This is equal to the best wells in Canada, and 
the industry is probably on the eye of great 
development. Itis estimated that one cord of 


good body wood will produce, boiled down, 12 


barrels of salt; the average value is 70 to 80 
cents per barrel. 


Gypsum, or plaster of Paris (sulphate of 
lime).—-S00n after the settlement of these 
counties, chiefly by emigrants from the older 
colonies, the large deposits of gypsum were 
discovered in the townships of Windsor, Fal- 
mouth, Newport, and what is now Kempt, and 
these deposits now seem inexhaustible, This 
gypsum was found to be valuable algo for fer- 
tilizing purposes, especially in the States of 
Maryland and Virginia, and the demand was 
supplied by small vessels that carried it to 
Eastport and other towns in Maine, dischare- 
ing their cargoes into American vessels of 
large size while afloat in the harbors. (This 
was before the ports in this district were open 
to American vessels or United States ports 
open to vessels from here), 


To show the smallness of vessels in this trade 
a@ century ago, as compared with those now 
employed, it may be mentioned that the first 
vessel known to have been built for this trade 
was the Harmony, already mentioned—so 
small that she was hauled by oxen from the 
timber land on which she was built, some two 
miles, to the Avon River. 


This pioneer in the trade carried 35 tons of 
plaster; and the last cargo that left Windsor 
for the United States, December 15, 1886, was 
certified as of 1,120 tons, equal in weight to 
thirty-two cargoes of the Harmony. In for- 
mer years, and until the bridge across the 
Avon just above Windsor was built—about 
fifty years ago—vessels carrying 150 tons or less 
saiied up the Avon and were loaded in some of 
the creeks in close proximity to plaster quar- 
ries, which, owing to obstructions to naviga- 
tion are now valueless. The size of the fifty 
cargoes shipped from Windsor during the De- 
cember quarter of 1886 ranged from 215 to 1,120 
tons, averaging 595 tons; of these fifty vessels, 
eleven carried the United States flag and car- 
goes averaging 724 tons each. 


The total export of gypsum or plaster to the 
United States from Hants County during the 
past fifty-three years amounted to 3,267,365 
tons, valued at $3,150,310, 


Gypsum isshipped in a jump or unground 
state, and is exempt from duty in the United 
States, but the ground and calcined are subject 
to an ad valorem of 20 per cent. 


Manganese ore.—A quality superior to any 
found in the United States, it is believed, is 
found in large quantities in the towrships of 
Walton and Maitland in the eastern part of 
Hants County. The shipments of this ore have 
been chiefly from Walton, where E. Churchill 
& Sons and others bave valuable mines. A 
company has been recently formed to develop 
the manganese properties at or near ‘Moose 
Brook,’’ where there are known to be va'‘uable 
deposits. The relative prices will indicate the 
superior quality of the ore shipped from this 
county. In Pittsburg, Pa., the quotations 
range from $10 to $15 per ton; at Walton the 
average declared value of this ore exported to 
the United States exceeds $72 per ton. The 
further development of these valuable depos- 
itsin Eastern Hants will be observed with in- 
terest, and a apecial report thereon will be 
made in the early future. 


Other minerals.—Considerable interest has 
been excited by the discovery of antimony in 
Rawdon, Hants County, in which township 
there has rece: fly been a small yield of gold.

Purification of Hydrogen Sulphide. 
BY O. JACOBSEN, 


For a number of years past attention has re- 
peatediy been called to the error which may be 
caused by the presence of hydrogen arsenide in 
hydrogen sulphide, when minute quantities of 
arsenic are to be detected or estimated. The 
methods which have been proposed for avoid- 
ing this error generally require the use of 
some other sulphide in place of the ferrous 
sulphide, which is especially convenient and 
almost universally used, for the generation of 
hydrogen sulphide. Only v.4d. Pfordten has 
givena method for the subsequent purifica- 
tion of the hydrogen sulphide prepared in the 
ordinary manner, for the purpose of removing 
any hydrogen arsenide which may be present. 
He passes the gas over commercial potassium 
sulphide, which is heated to a temperature be- 
tween 350 deg. and 360 deg. C. during the ope- 
ration, 

On account of an extensive chemico-legal 
investigation, the author was obliged to look 
for a certain and simple method for removing 
the arsenic from the hydrogen sulphide, pre- 
pared from ordinary sulphuric acid and fer- 
rous sulphide. 

A method which was found to answer all re- 
quirements, is based upon the well known 
facts that hydrogen arsenide and iodine vio- 
lently react at ordinary temperatures with the 
formation of arsenious iodide and hydriotic 
acid, while hydrogen sulphide does not act 
upon either iodine, or iodine dissolved in strong 
hydriotic acid. 

It consequently consists in passing the some- 
what dry, crude hydrogen sulphide over solid 
iodine, before washing it with water. 

Two to three grama ot iodine are perfectly 
sufficient for completely removing every trace 
of hydrogen arsenide from a current of hydro- 
gen sulphide, even if running for several days. 
The coarsely ground, air dried iodine is spread 
in layers between glass wool, loosely filled into 


anarrow glass tube, baving a length of 30 to 
40 c.m. : 

It is not advisable to completely dry the 
iodine, because it is advantageous for the reac- 
tion in view, to have the particles coated dur- 
ing the operation with a coating of a solution 
of iodine in hydrindic acid. 


The small quantity of iodine vapor carried 
off with the gas, is held by the wash water as 
hydriodic acid. In case hydrogen gas is to be 
freed from arsenic, it is passed over glass wool 
moistened with a concentrated solution of po- 
tassium iodide, after being purified by iodine, 
and finally through a solution of potassium 
hydroxide.—Rep d. Analyt. Chem. 
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Trade in the Argentine Republic. 
BY U.8. CONSUL BAKER, 


My last annual report left the Argentine Re- 
public “temporarily clouded by a laudable but 
ill-considered desire to ‘do too much and go 
too fast.’"”’ During the cOnsular year just 
closed the country has been suffering from the 
effects of that policy. National borrowing and 
commercial overtrading have produced their 
legitimate results. The credit of the nation 
has been greatly taxed, if not strained, by the 
demands which have been made upon it, and 
commerce has had to struggle through a most 
unprofitable year. The suspension of specie 
payments has continued to unsettle values, and 
in the midst of the most violent fluctuations 
of the premium on gold, running up and down 
the scale from 10 to 66 per ceut.and back again, 
business has had to be transacted without any 
fixed basison which to make calculations for 
the future. ‘The only wonder is that the mer- 
chants of the country engaged in the foreign 
trade have been able to withstand the pressure 
and maintain themselves 80 well. Only very 
few failures, however, have occurred during 
the year and those were of no special import- 
ance. The business of the country is now try- 
ing to accustom itself to a depreciated cur- 
rency, which may represent 80 cents to the dol- 
lar one week and 50 cents the next. 


PETROLEUM. 


I may add here that a company has lately 
been formed in this city for working the petro- 
leum deposits, heretofore announced by me to 
have been discovered near the city of Mendoza. 
We now have intelligence that at a depth of 
120 meters the deposit was reached, and that a 
steady stream of pure petroleum comes to the 
surface. The news has caused some stir here, 
in view of the great and constant demand all 
over the Argentine Repubiic for kerosene oil, 
the bulk of which now comes from the United 
States. Owing, however, to the distance from 
the River Plate at which this Argentine petro- 
leum is found and the expense of transporta- 
tion, I doubt if it will be able to compete in 
price with the American article, unless the 
Argentine Government puts on a prohibitive 


tariff. 
MINES AND MINING. 


The miners in the interior of the Republic 
offer nothing new since my last annual report, 
We are persistently informed that the various 
companies which have been formed to work 
the minesin the provinces of San Luis and 
Rioja are in a way to doa large and profitable 
business; but whiie their machinery is of the 
most extensive and elaborate character, thus 
far their operations have been very limited, 
and scarcely anything to show for their labors. 
The following figures show some shipments 
from the country during the year 1885:

FISHERIES. 


In reference to the fisheries of the Argentine 
Republic there is nothing to besaid, There 
are no fisheries here in the American sense of 
the word. The coasts from Cape San Antonio 
to the Straits of Magellan offer the finest op- 
portunities in the world for extensive sea fish- 
ing, the varieties of oily and other fish occupy- 
ing a deservedly high rank in the estimation of 
all who have any acquaintance with them. 
Among these are the curbina negra, a very 
large fish, which somewhat resembles the gal- 
mon; the lisa, which ‘s analogous to the mack- 
erel, but larger; the pescadilla, which is some- 
thing like ashad withoat the bones; and an- 
choa, an oily fish which is regarded as the finest 
to be found on the Argentine coast. The 
rivers also are everywhere teeming with fish, 
among which I may mention the perjerey or 
king’s fish, the brotula, the dorado or gold fish, 
which grows to an immense size, the raia, the 
bagre, &c. 80, likewise, at various points on 
the southeast coast, are the finest locations 
that could be desired for oyster beds, and the 
bivalve is found in the greatest quantities, but 
allthis wealth remains entirely undeveloped 
for the simple reason that there is nobody to 
engage in the business. Now that the South- 
ern railroad is opened through to Bahia Bianca, 
the finest bay on the Argentine coasts, where- 
by fish and oysters can be transported through 
to Buenos ayres without trouble and without 
delay, there igs no longer any excuse for the 
apathy which exists in regard to this must 
valuable industry. Some years ago the Ar- 
gentine Congress passed a !aw which prevents 
fishing on its coasts without first obtaining a 
concession from the government, but I believe 
that to parties who desired to embark in the 
business the government could offer the most 
satisfactory inducements,

REPORT OL 

The Swiss tariff, which went into effect on 
Jan. 1, 1985, and which reduced by one-half the 
entry duty collectible on nearly all chemical 
products, bas, it is claimed, vaused great dis- 
tress and loss to domestic manufacturers in 
this branch of industry, by opening the door 
to arush of German chemicals, especially sul- 
phuric acid, which is brought in by rail, not in 
carboys as formerly, but in cars specially con- 
structed for the purpose, and somewhat simi- 
lar to our petroleum carr, with wrought-iron 
cylinders of about 10 tuns capacity cach, 

There are, however, two sulphuric acid fac- 
tories in operation in this canton, but the im- 
port last year from Germany alone was over 
$60,000, and the same cou=try sent into Switzer- 
land during that period no less than $260,000 
worth of aniline colors and oils. Where such 
conditions prevail, it is indeed not remarkable 
that the Swiss total exports of the latter foot 
up for the year only the pitiful sum of $34,000, 
of which only $11,000 went elsewhere than to 
Germany. From this consular district there 
were shipped to the United States only $2,140 91 
of this line of goods. 

The entire situation of the Swiss chemical 
industry may be summed up in a few words 
viz,,a ruinous low entry duty and an over- 
whelming German competition. Moreover, 
the decline in the silk industry, affecting also 
silk dyeing and printing, bad also had its ap- 
preciable influence upon the current demand 
for chemical producte. As will be seen by the 
following table, there has been a steady tall in 
the average price of nearly all the leading ar- 
ticles duriog the past three years, viz:

Mineral Phosphate in Canada. 


REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT HOTCHKISS, 
OF OTTAWA, 

The only mining industry now flourishing in 
the district is that of apatite or mineral phos- 
phate. The condition of this industry has not 
as a whole been quite as favorable as last year, 
The output shows a slight increase over 1884, 
being about 25,000tons. The shipments have

The price has varied from $8 to $12 per ton, as 
against $123 to $16 in 1884. The demand for this 
rock phosphate is, und thus far in its history 
bas been, mainly European, It is stated that 
the agricultural communities of the old world 
have not been so favorably conditioned as to 
enable them to purchase fertilizers as freely as 
in previous years, and hence the slow demand 
upon the producers, 

Your consul in November last made a 
lengthy report upon this industry, and endeav- 
ored therein to awaken an interest both on the 
part of the American dealers in fertilizers and 
the agricu.tural community at large. 

This report was copied quite freely by the 
public press throughout the United States, and 
I am happy to say that the object was attained 
to a very gratifying degree. 

Scores of letters of inquiry were received at 
this post, following the introduction of the 
subject, aud probably 1,000 tons, in small lots, 
were ordered shipped both to the Eastern and 
Western Statee, mainly for ex»erimental pur- 
poses, quite favorable reports and increased 
orders being the sequence. The fina! reguit 
will only become public when it is determined 
at how low a cost the sulphuric acid necessary 
to its treatment can be produced in the States 
or even in Canada. 

The mineral in its natural state is 70 to 90 per 
cent tribasic phosphate of lime, and when 
ground to an impalpable powder and treated 
by bath in sulphuric acid it is made one of if 
not the richest fertilizer of any known com- 
mercial character. 

It is now shipped to Europe under the sup- 
position that the requisite acid can only be 
produced there at a cost sufficiently low to 
warrant its transportation twice across the 
ocean. 

This question being the only open one re- 
specting its adaptability by the American agri- 
culturists will, I think, find its solution during 
the coming year.
